To  the  PC  family: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  on  the  eve  of  my  departure  for  Scotland  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of 
Presbyterian  Colleges  and  Universities.  This  is  a  first  for  the  67  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  covenant  relation- 
ship with  the  Presbyterian  Church  USA;  we  usually  meet  on  one  of  the  campuses.  I  am  looking  forward  to  this 
venture  as  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  spiritual  heritage  of  our  founders  in  light  of  the  current  challenges  we  face 
as  a  Church  college. 

In  this  issue  of  the  PC  Magazine,  we  examine  in  some  detail  a  defining  characteristic  of  our  College:  dum  vivimus 
servlmus.  On  the  occasion  of  the  35th  anniversary  of  the  Student  Volunteer  Services  (SVS)  it  strikes  us  as  entirely 
appropriate  to  share  with  the  extended  college  family  the  pervasive  nature  of  our  commitment  to  serving  others,  the 
history  of  the  current  configuration  of  this  commitment,  and  the  challenges  and  opportunities  we  face  in  nourishing 
this  core  value.  It  is  a  great  privilege  to  be  at  Presbyterian  College  and  for  those  who  have  the  benefit  of  such  opportu- 
nities much  is  expected  in  return.  Thus,  we  have  a  responsibility  to  see  to  it  that  in  the  final  analysis  this  fine  educa- 
tion is  about  empowering  students  to  use  their  talents  in  serving  others. 

This  is  also  the  time  of  the  year  when  we  report  to  you  on  the  outcomes  of  the  academic  year  completed.  1  believe 
you  will  enjoy  the  coverage  of  commencement  weekend,  the  summary  of  faculty  accomplishments,  and  the  plans  for  a 
new  apartment-style  residence  hall. 

There  is  a  brief  period  following  commencement  when  the  campus  is  empty  of  people.  There  is  a  certain  beauty  to 
the  quiet  that  falls  over  this  place  and  we  can  marvel  at  the  magnificent  style  of  our  facilities  and  grounds.  However, 
PC  is  designed  for  people  and  it  does  not  take  us  long  to  yearn  for  the  return  of  students.  Summer  school  is  now  open 
and  the  host  of  athletic  camps  and  academic  conferences  has  begun.  As  always,  I  encourage  you  to  return  to  the 
campus  for  a  visit  and  to  stop  by  my  office  for  a  chat.

To  the  Editor: 

We  have  followed  PC  football  since  we  played  nearly 
forty  years  ago.  We've  watched  the  tradition  of  good 
sportsmanship  and  the  will  to  win  continue  through  the 
years.  We  are  proud  to  have  been  a  part  of  a  team  with  an 
unusually  high  graduation  rate  and  an  understanding  that 
our  coaches  wanted  our  players  to  succeed  in  the  classroom. 

Yet  we  never  truly  understood  the  level  of  devotion  to 
our  school  that  we  have  experienced  in  our  roles  as  co- 
chairs  of  the  football  stadium  planning  committee.  After 
only  nine  months  of  campaignmg  for  financial  support  of 
the  stadium  project,  PC  has  in  hand  gifts  and  pledges  of  $5 
million,  more  than  half  of  the  project  goal  of  $9.3  million.

Smiths,  Milliken  are  recognized  by  PC 

Upstate  business  leaders  receive  honorary  degrees  at  2001  Commencennent 


South  Carolina  Senator  J.  Verne  Smith 
had  completed  his  freshman  year  at  PC  in  1943 
when  duty  called.  As  he  has  done  so  many 
times  during  his  life,  Smith  put  service  to  his 
country  and  others  above  his  own  desires  and 
entered  the  military  at  the  height  of  World  War 
II.  He  never  returned  to  PC  to  complete  his 
studies. 

After  accepting  an  honorary  doctor  of 
public  service  degree  during  the  college's  1 18th 
commencement  exercises  on  May  5,  Smith 
broke  into  a  wide  smile  and  stepped  to  the 
microphone. 

"Thank  the  Lord,"  he  said,  "I  finally  got 
my  PC  degree!" 

The  230  members  of  PC's  Class  of  2001 
shared  the  senator's  sentiment.  During  the 
ceremony,  the  college  also  recognized  South 
Carolina  textile  leader  Roger  Milliken  and  the 
late  W.  Thomas  Smith,  a  Greenville  business 
leader,  with  honorary  degrees.  Laura  Greer  of 
Columbia,  S.C.,  accepted  the  valedictory 
award. 

Sen.  Smith,  a  resident  of  Greer,  has 
represented  South  Carolina's  Fifth  District  since 
1973.  The  senior  senator  from  Greenville 
County,  Smith  serves  on  five  committees  and 
chairs  the  Labor,  Commerce  and  Industry 
Committee.  He  has  received  multiple  state  and 
local  honors  tor  his  legislative  and  community 
service,  including  the  Order  of  the  Palmetto  in 
1995.  He  has  been  honored  as  Legislator  of  the 
Year  by  The  Greenville  News,  as  well  as  by  such 
organizations  as  the  American  Legion  and  the 
South  Carolina  Association  of  Realtors.

Milliken,  chairman  and  CEO  of  Milliken 
&  Company  in  Spartanburg,  S.C,  received  the 
honorary  doctor  of  humanities  degree.  Through 
his  leadership  and  passion  for  innovation  and 
research,  Milliken  &  Company  has  become  one 
of  the  most  successful  textile  and  chemical 
companies  in  the  world,  with  more  than  65 
operations  in  six  states  and  1 1  countries 
worldwide.  It  is  the  largest  privately  owned 
business  in  South  Carolina  in  terms  of  annual 
revenue. 

A  native  of  New  York  and  a  graduate  of 
Yale  University,  Milliken  has  been  a  director  of 
Milliken  &  Company  since  1941,  and  was 
named  president  in  1947. 

Inducted  into  the  South  Carolina  Business 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1985,  Milliken  has  received 
numerous  industry  and  community  awards, 
including  the  Order  of  the  Palmetto.  He  was 
named  "Textile  Leader  of  the  20th  Century"  by 
Textile  World  magazine,  the  industry's  leading 
trade  publication. 

Sen.  Smith's  brother,  W.  Thomas  "Tom" 
Smith,  formerly  of  Greenville,  S.C,  was 
honored  posthumously  with  the  honorary 
doctor  of  fine  arts  degree.

He  was  one  of  the  original 
sponsors  for  the  Rose  Ball,  a  benefit  event  held 
annually  at  the  Poinsett  Club,  and  made  a  gift 
to  the  Greenville  County  Art  Museum  of  a 
valuable  portrait  of  John  C  Calhoun  painted  by 
George  Healy. 

Tom  Smith  was  a  director  of  the  John  I. 
Smith  Charities,  a  family  foundation  estab- 
lished by  his  first  cousin,  the  late  John  I.  Smith, 
vice  president  of  Abney  Mills.  The  foundation 
has  made  generous  grants  in  the  areas  of  arts, 
children,  youth  services.  Christian  organiza- 
tions, and  education  —  including  Presbyterian 
College.  A  tifth-generation  member  at  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Greer  and  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College,  he  died  on  Feb.  7,  2001. 


Top  senior  reflects  on  opportunities 


Few  parents  at  PC's  118th  Commence- 
ment Exercises  managed  a  smile  to  match  the 
one  worn  by  Jone  Cross  of  Roswell,  Ga. 

Certainly,  beaming  faces  and  hugs  of  joy 
were  plentiful  as  cameras  snapped  keepsake 
moments.  But  as  a  light  breeze  whispered 
through  the  college's  oak  trees,  Cross  found  it 
difficult  to  contain  her  enthusiasm  and  pride  as 
her  daughter,  T.J.  Ackerly,  began  the  outstand- 
ing senior's  address  to  her  fellow  graduates  in 
the  Class  of  2001. 

"Coming  to  Presbyterian  College  was  a  long 
and  thoughtful  decision  for  me.  A  small,  private 
school  was  the  only  criteria  I  used  when 
eliminating  my  choice  of  schools  to  attend  after 
high  school  graduation.  That  criterion  left  me 
with  a  lot  of  choices.  Both  of  my  parents 
attended  Presbyterian  College.  Being  the  strong, 
independent  person  I  have  always  tried  to  be, 
that  was  just  one  more  reason  for  me  not  to 
come  to  school  here.  1  refused  to  come  visit  the 
school  at  my  mom's  suggestion.  I  did  not  want  to 
read  the  initial  recruitment  notes  and  correspon- 
dence the  school  sent  me.  And  I  surely  did  not 
accept  the  invitation  to  spend  the  night  on 
campus  with  a  student  I  did  not  know.  Those 
were  my  first  missed  opportunities." 

As  a  PC  student,  Ackerly  did  not  miss 
many  other  opportunities.  During  her  fresh- 
man year,  she  served  as  a  manager  for  the  Blue 
Hose  volleyball  team.  As  a  sophomore,  she 
discovered  the  college's  Student  Government 
Association  and  was  a  class  representative. 

As  opportunity  after  opportunity  presented 
itself,  Ackerly  eagerly  embraced  each  one.  She 
ser\'ed  as  SGA  secretary  during  her  junior  and 
senior  years.  She  was  a  member  of  the  college's 
freshman  orientation  board  for  three  years,  a 
member  of  the  college's  judicial  council,  and 
vice  president  of  PC's  chapter  of  Zeta  Tau  Alpha 
sorority  She  held  membership  in  the  national 
honor  societies  Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  Sigma 
Kappa  Alpha,  and  Tri-Beta,  and  was  a  membet 
and  vice  president  of  membership  in  the  Greek 
leadership  honor  society  Order  of  Omega. 

She  also  served  during  her  senior  year  as 
president  of  the  PC's  chapter  of  the  Mathemati- 
cal Association  of  America  and  the  PC  Society 
of  Health  Science  Students.  She  was  named  the 
outstanding  senior  in  PC  mathematics 
department  and  was  also  named  to  Who's  Who 
Atnr'ni.'  ^fikicnrs  in  American  Universitiei  and

office  as  a  Stirling,  and  the  PC  Alumni  Associa- 
tion as  a  member  of  the  Student  Alumni  Council 

Not  bad  for  someone  who  was  certain  that 
she  didn't  want  to  attend  PC. 

"I  was  very  strong-willed.  The  more  my 
mother  suggested  PC,  the  more  I  was  sure  1 
wouldn't  come  here,"  Ackerly  said.  "But  she 
always  knew  that  PC  is  where  I  needed  to  be." 

One  day,  while  fulfilling  her  duties  as  a 
Sterling,  Ackerly  realized  why  her  mother  had 
tried  so  hard  to  steer  her  toward  PC. 

"1  gave  a  student  tour  and  couldr 
stop  talking  about  PC  and  how  much 
loved  it.  There's  so  much  here  that 
you  don't  see  until  you're  a  part  of  it 

—  it's  the  people,  the  service 
ptograms,  the  academics.  There  is  so 
much  the  school  has  to  offer  and  you 
don't  fully  realize  it  until  you're  on 
campus  as  a  student,"  Ackerly  said. 
"1  would  not  give  up  any  of  the 
opportunities  Pve  had.  If  I  could 
go  back,  1  might  even  take  more. 
Every  moment  I've  spent  at  PC 
has  been  special  and  I  want  to 
live  the  rest  of  my  life  that  way 

—  to  take  every  opportunity  I 
can  get  and  to  cherish  every 
moment." 

Cross  cherished  evcr>'  moment 
during  Commencement  weekend.  A: 
a  PC  student  more  than  two  decades 


ago,  she  received  the  news  that  her  father  had 
suffered  a  heart  attack.  She  also  realized  that  she 
would  be  unable  to  return  to  PC  because  she 
would  be  called  on  to  nin  his  business. 

"Even  though  I  finished  college  and  ha\-e 
two  degrees,  I  didn't  finish  at  PC  and  that  has 
always  been  sort  of  a  hole  in  my  heart  —  that  1 
was  not  able  to  graduate  with  the  rest  of  my 
class,"  Cross  said.  "To  watch  (T.J.)  go  througli 
these  four  years  and  not  just  graduate,  but  to 


best,  it's  like  finishing  something  for  me,  too. 

"It's  very  emotional  because  these  four 
years  have  gone  by  so  fast.  I've  been  able  to 
live  vicariously  being  back  on  campus.  I've 
probably  taken  10  walks  from  Bailey  Dorm, 
where  I  lived,  to  GDH  because  it  felt  so  good." 

Those  memories  were  strong  when  Cross 
shared  stories  about  PC  with  her  strong-willed 
daughter  several  years  ago.  However,  she  knew 
that  she  needed  to  give  T.J.  the  freedom  to 
make  her  own  college  choice. 

"It  was  very  special  because  I  knew  her 
decision  wasn't  made  to  please  me.  It  was 
because  she  wanted  to  come  here.  I  couldn't 
convince  her  to  come  here,  hut  when  she  met 
with  the  admissions  staff  and  went  to  a  meeting 
at  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church,  she  found 
her  home.  She  found  it,"  Cross  said.  "When 
we  came  to  visit  the  college,  the  minute  we 
walked  on  campus  she  knew  that  this  is  where 
she  wanted  to  be.  It  was  the  same  feeling  that  I 
had  had  27  years  earlier." 

That  feeling  proved  to  he  an  opportunity 
—  one  that  Ackerly  did  not  let  pass. 

"As  our  college  years  come  to  a  close,  we 
must  reflect  on  our  past  and  cherish  all  of  our 
memories  together  here  at  PC.  We  must  also 
look  forward;  ready  to  take  on  anything  with 
which  we  are  faced.  Examine  each  opportunity 
carefully  and  make  the  most  out  of  what  is 
offered....  Opportunity  only  waits  for  so  long 
before  it  is  gone.  A  missed  opportunity  is  a 
missed  chance  for  you  to  become  a  stronger, 
wiser  person."

PC  honors  a  true  hero 


Tom  Carothers  calls  his  father  —  the  late 
Lt.  Col.  Thomas  Frank  Carothers  —  a  "hero  in 
the  truest  sense  of  the  word." 

Given  his  service  in  World  War  II,  in 
which  he  received  the  Legion  ot  Merit  Award  in 
the  North  African  campaign  and  the  U.S. 
Army's  Distinguished  Ser\'ice  Cross  for  exem- 
plary and  valorous  conduct  during  the  invasion 
of  France,  it  would  be  difficult  to  argue. 

Carothers  '35  was  inducted  posthumously 
as  the  19*  member  of  the  PC  Reserve  Officers 
Training  Corps  Hall  of  Fame  during  a  ceremony 
on  May  4  that  began  the  college's  commence- 
ment weekend.  Joyce  Carothers  said  her 
husband  was  a  modest  man  who  generally  did 
not  like  discussing  his  honored  military  career, 
hut  she  was  pleased  there  were  people  from  his 
alma  mater  who  did. 

"We're  very  proud  of  our  hero,"  she  told 
those  gathered  for  the  ceremony, 
"and  very  proud  of 
you.  You've  warmed 
our  hearts  today." 
Carothers  was 
commissioned  a  second 
ieutenant  in  the  U.S. 
Army  in  1941  and  soon 
commanded  Company  H, 
41"  Armored  Infantry 
Regiment  of  the  Gen. 
George  S.  Patton's  Second 
Armored  Division.  He  led  his 
company  in  campaigns  in 
Africa  and  Sicily  before  being 
sent  to  prepare  for  the 
invasion  of  France, 
n  England,  he  was 
chosen  to  develop  a 
plan  to  destroy

pillboxes,  which  he  demonstrated  to  Gen. 
Dwight  D.  Eisenhower.  That  plan  is  now 
included  in  the  war  manuals. 

In  August,  1944,  near  Barenton,  he  led  a 
grenade  and  bayonet  attack  against  German 
defensive  positions.  He  returned  to  the  U.S.  in 
1945  after  fighting  in  six  campaigns  and  one 
beachhead  landing.  He  retired  from  the  Army 
Reserve  in  1973  after  attaining  the  rank  of 
lieutenant  colonel,  with  awards  that  included 
the  Silver  Star,  Purple  Heart,  Bronze  Star, 
Distinguished  Unit  Badge,  Combat  Infantry 
Badge,  Presidential  Citation,  the  American 
Defense  medal  and  the  European/African/ 
Middle  East  Campaign  Ribbon  with  six  Battle 
Stars  and  an  Arrowhead. 

Carothers  worked  at  Springs  Industries  as 
personnel  director  for  33  years  before  retiring  in 
1978.  He  died  on  May  19,  2000. 

"He  was  just  a  wonderful,  wonderful 
person,"  Joyce  Carothers  said.  "He  was  the 
greatest  blessing  in  my  life." 

Also  present  at  the  Hall  of  Fame  induction 
was  Dr.  Betty  Hodges,  the  mother  of  South 
Carolina  Governor  Jim  Hodges.  Dr.  Hodges 
read  a  letter  from  the  governor  honoring  the 
life  and  service  of  one  of  the  Palmetto  State's 
finest  soldiers. 

The  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame,  located  in 
Jacobs  Hall,  was  established  in  1988  to  honor 
graduates  of  the  college  who,  after  completing 
the  ROTC  program,  have  had  distinguished 
military  careers  that  brought  credit  upon 
themselves  and  the  college.  Inductees  are 
nominated  for  the  honor  and  selected  by  a 
board  with  members  representing  the  college's 
alumni  office,  development  office,  and  military 
science  department. 

The  ceremony  included  the  presentation  of 
the  Wysor  Saber,  which  is  given  annually  to  the 
top  cadet  in  the  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion. 
This  year's  recipient  of  the  Wysor  Saber  was 
Matthew  Charles  Miletich,  a  PC  senior  from 
Annapolis,  Md. 

Miletich,  who  graduated  with  a  bachelor's 
degree  in  business  administration,  was  commis- 
sioned a  second  lieutenant  in  the  U.S.  Army 
and  will  enter  the  Corps  of  Engineers.  He  will 
be  assigned  to  PC  as  a  Goldbar  Recruiter  until 
October,  when  he  enters  his  officer  basic  course 
at  Fort  Leonard  Wood  in  Missouri.

Dr.  Suzanne  Smith  has  spent  the  majority 
of  her  hfe  surrounded  by  the  people  and  places 
that  make  Presbyterian  College  special. 

As  a  fifth-grade  student,  she  weax^ed 
through  the  stacks  at  the  college  library-  and 
marveled  at  the  students  who  flipped  through 
thick  books  that  had  no  pictures.  As  a  high 
school  student  she  often  visited  her  cousin 
Jenny,  a  PC  student,  and  made  new  friends  on 
campus.  As  a  PC  student,  she  grew  to  love  the 
college  in  a  way  reserved  exclusively  for 
students  and  alumni.  Today,  as  a  professor  of 
business  administration,  she  shares  her  love  ot 
knowledge  and  the  campus  with  a  new 
generation  of  PC  students. 

As  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie,  PC's  vice  president  for 
academic  aifairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty,  points  out, 
"PC  runs  in  the  veins  of  Stcie  Smith." 

It  certainly  runs  in  her  family  Her  mother, 
Jane,  a  longtime  member  of  the  Thomaion  Library' 
staff,  is  married  to  former  professor  of  religion  and 
philosophy  Dr.  Jack  Presseau.  Her  husband,  Dr. 
Wa\Tie  Smith,  recently  joined  the  PC  faculty  in 
the  department  of  computer  science. 

With  such  qualifications,  it  came  as  no 
surprise  when  Smith  was  named  Presbyterian 
College's  2001-02  Professor  of  the  Year  at  the 
honors  day  convocation  in  April.  No  surprise, 
that  is,  to  everyone  except  Smith. 

"I  was  excited,  nen'ous,  stunned.  1  had  to 
reach  up  several  times  during  the  day  to  wipe  the 
smile  off  my  face  the  day  I  learned  about  it," 
Smith  said.  "Before  I  was  a  faculty-  member,  1 
was  a  student.  And  even  before  that,  I  was  part 
ot  a  PC  family  since  both  of  my  parents  taught 
here  for  many  year-;.  Growing  up  surrounded  by 


great  intellects  I  admired,  I  could  nex'er  have 
dreamed  I'd  one  day  teach  with  them." 

She  was  chosen  for  the  honor  by  the 
Professor  of  the  Year  selection  committee, 
which  included  tour  faculty  members  (includ- 
ing Booker  Ingram,  PC's  2000-01  Professor  of 
the  Year),  an  alumnus,  the  president  of  the 
honor  society  Sigma  Kappa  Alpha,  and  the 
president  of  the  Student  Government  Associa- 
tion, based  on  nominations. 

A  1982  PC  graduate.  Smith  also  holds  a 
B.E.  in  civil  engineering,  from  Vanderbilt 
University  and  a  Ph.D.  in  industrial  management 
from  Clemson  University.  She  returned  to  PC  in 
1987  as  assistant  professor  of  economics  and 
business  administration,  was  granted  tenure  in 
1993,  and  promoted  to  full  professor  in  2000. 

In  addition  to  advising  as  many  as  30 
students  annually.  Smith  teaches  such  courses 
as  management  and  organizational  behavior, 
production/operations  management,  introduc- 
tion to  statistics,  managerial  communication, 
and  applied  management  information  systems. 

During  the  past  year,  she  supervised  two 
student  honors  research  projects  on  e-commerce. 

"Suzie  Smith  is  among  the  most  able, 
effective,  and  caring  members  of  a  faculty 
known  for  its  ability,  effectiveness,  and  care. 
She  brings  her  extraordinary  technical  talents 
and  her  training  in  MIS  into  her  teaching  for 
the  distinct  benefit  of  her  students  in  the 
department  ot  economics  and  business 
administration,"  Gillespie  said. 


Smith  ser\'es  as  co-chair  of  the  Russell 
Program,  which  brought  to  campus  during  the 
past  year  speakers  William  Bennett,  Dee  Dee 
Myers,  and  Alan  Keyes.  She  has  chaired  the 
search  committee  for  PC's  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs,  the  faculty  development 
committee,  the  financial  and  physical  resources 
committee  for  SACS  reaccreditation,  and  the 
religious  activities  committee. 

In  addition  to  serving  on  numerous 
committees  and  task  forces,  she  was  elected  by 
the  PC  faculty  as  one  of  the  "Senior  Six,"  a 
group  that  represents  faculty  in  administrative 
decisions  and  planning  processes.  She  co- 
founded  PC's  Teaching  and  Technology 
Institute,  which  annually  educates  South 
Carolina's  public  school  teachers  and  media 
specialists  about  ways  to  integrate  new  technol- 
ogy skills  and  media  into  their  classes. 

It  is  her  own  skill  as  a  teacher  —  challeng- 
ing students  while  keeping  the  subject  matter 
interesting  and  fresh  —  that  helped  earn  her 
the  Professor  of  the  Year  award. 

"As  a  Christian,  1  know  that  my  students 
are  created  in  God's  image  with  logic,  intelli- 
gence, and  creative  potential.  My  job  is  to  help 
them  integrate  their  fresh  perspectives  with  the 
rigorous  body  of  knowledge  in  my  discipline.  I 
want  students  to  see  beauty,  truth,  and  order  in 
concepts  as  different  as  motivational  theories 
and  mathematical  algorithms.  And  I  think  we 
all  learn  more  when  we  bring  a  healthy  sense  of 
humor  to  the  classroom."

New  hall  to  expand  living-learning  focus 

Apartment-style  residence  facility  scheduled  to  open  for  2002-03  academic  year 


Presbyterian  College  administrators 
carefully  monitored  two  positive  trends  as  the 
2000-01  academic  year  drew  to  a  close:  rising 
enrollment  figures  and  the  growing  popularity 
of  the  new  Carol  International  House. 

Those  trends  will  overlap  during  the  next 
year,  as  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved 
construction  of  a  new  residence  hall  for  70 
students  that  will  advance  PC's  commitment  to 
the  living-learning  concept  and  provide 
additional  campus  housing  in  an  effort  to  keep 
pace  with  enrollment  growth. 

"Not  only  will  this  new  facility  follow  the 
success  of  Carol  International  House  but  also 
market  trends  and  what  students  are  looking  for 
in  a  residence  hall,"  said  Morris  Galloway,  vice 


president  for  administration  and  finance.  "We 
believe  this  will  be  a  premier  facility,  one  we 
think  will  be  very  appealing  to  students  and 
generate  interest  from  other  colleges." 

Carol  International  House,  which  opened 
to  33  PC  and  international  students  last  fall, 
was  the  college's  first  residence  hall  designed 
with  the  living-learning  concept  in  mind. 
Programs  with  international  themes  were  open 
to  Carol  International  House  residents  and  the 
entire  college  community  throughout  the 
academic  year.  The  facility's  staff  received  a 
national  award  for  its  cultural  awareness 
programming. 

The  new  residence  hall  will  be  built  on 
the  east  pla:a  adjacent  to  the  campus  lake. 


The  three-story  building  will  have  classroom 
space  and  a  large  community  room  —  features 
that  have  been  popular  in  Carol  International 
House.  Computer  stations  also  will  be 
installed.   Apartment-style  suites  on  each 
floor  will  comfortably  accommodate  the 
facility's  residents. 

The  building,  designed  by  the  architectural 
firm  of  Bowers,  Ellis  and  Watson  of  Asheville, 
N.C.,  will  be  built  by  Triangle  Construction  Co. 
ot  Greenville,  S.C.  The  34,000  square-foot 
facility  will  cost  an  estimated  $3  million  and 
should  be  ready  for  occupancy  for  the  2002-03 
academic  year.  Construction  is  expected  to 
begin  this  summer. 


Experts  to  tackle  "Children  &  the  Media

How  does  Sesame  Street  stand  up 
against  the  Information  Superhighway 
in  the  2 V  century? 

That's  one  of  the  questions  the  Russell 
Program  hopes  to  answer  with  its  2001-02  series 
on  "Children  and  the  Media"  —  a  series  that  will 
bring  to  PC  such  media  standouts  as  Linda 
EUerhe,  Douglas  Rushkoff,  and  Michael  Med\-ed. 

"When  1  was  in  elementary  school  in  the 
1970's,  thoughtful  people  were  already  asking 
questions  and  conducting  research  on  how 
television  might  be  affecting  the  lives  of 
children,"  said  Dr.  Eric  Johnson,  associate 
professor  of  psychology  and  co-chair  of  the 
Russell  Program.  "However,  my  childhood 
media  experiences  pale  in  comparison  to  the 
media  saturation  of  today's  world.  I  grew  up 
with  four  TV  channels  and  the  'Star  Spangled 
Banner'  at  the  end  of  the  broadcast  day.  There 
was  a  family-viewing  hour.  There  were  no 
computers,  no  video  games,  no  computer  games, 
no  MTV,  no  Disney  Channel,  no  Nickelodeon. 
The  lives  of  today's  children  are  infused  with 
media.  They  are  surrounded  by  efforts  to  get 
and  keep  their  attention." 

Veteran  broadcast  journalist  Linda  EUerbe 
will  open  the  yearlong  series  on  Oct.  2.  As  host 
of  Nickelodeon's  newsmagarine  show,  "Nick 
News  With  Linda  Ellerbe,"  she  will  offer  her 
unique  perspective  on  ways  to  keep  children 
informed  and  entertained  in  a  medium  battling 
for  young  \'iewers. 

In  addition  to  current  events,  "Nick  News" 
offers  viewers  personality  profiles,  historical 
biographies,  interviews,  opinion  polls,  and 
special  guests.  The  show  has  received  three 
Peabody  Awards  and  rates  as  the  most  popular 
children's  news  show  on  television. 

Rushkoff,  professor  of  media  culture  at 
New  York  University's  Interactive  Telecommu- 
nications Program,  will  address  emerging  media 
and  popular  culture  when  he  visits  PC  on  Oct.  30. 
The  author  of  seven  books  and  a  monthly 
syndicated  column  on  cyberculture  that  appears 
in  more  than  30  countries,  Rushkoff  also  offers 
commentaries  on  National  Public  Radio's  ".Ml 
Things  Considered." 

An  international  lecturer  on  media,  society, 
and  change,  Rushkoff  is  an  advisor  to  the  United 
Nations  Commission  on  World  Culture,  a 
i:  lumber  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Media 
iirion,  and  a  founding  member  of 
1  le  regularly  appears  on  such  TV 
Nightly  News,"  "Li\'e  With  Larry 
ii:;cally  incorrect." 
'  -iichael  Dyson  will  headline 
vmposium  in  January. 


A  film  critic,  author,  and  radio  talk  show 
host,  Medved's  nationally-syndicated  daily  radio 
program  reaches  more  than  two  million 
listeners  and  emphasizes  the  collision  of  politics 
and  pop  culture.  His  extensive  media  experi- 
ence includes  working  as  a  screenwriter  in 
Hollywood,  a  movie  reviewer  at  CNN,  and  as 
chief  film  critic  for  the  New  York  Post.  He  is 
widely  recogni:ed  from  his  frequent  appearances 
on  major  talk  shows,  as  well  as  from  his  12-year 
stint  as  co-host  of  the  weekly  movie  review 
show,  "Sneak  Previews,"  on  PBS-TV 

Medved,  who  will  open  the  Arnold 
Symposium  on  Jan.  22,  is  the  author  ot  eight 
books,  including  the  controversial  "Hollywood 
Vs.  America." 

Dyson,  a  professor  in  DePaul  University's 
religious  studies  department,  will  deliver  the 
capstone  lecture  for  the  Arnold  Symposium  and 
the  "Children  and  the  Media"  series  on  Jan.  23. 
The  author  of  four  books  and  numerous  articles 
for  scholarly  journals  and  popular  magazines, 
Dyson  challenges  his  audiences'  perspectives 
and  beliefs,  on  occasion  shocking  listeners  with 
street  slang  or  phrases  from  hip-hop  music. 

Medved  and  Dyson  will  also  participate  in 
a  panel  discussion  on  Jan.  22.  Joining  them  will 
be  Diane  Levin,  a  professor  of  education  at 
Wheelock  College  in  Boston  who  teaches 
courses  on  children  and  violence,  and  Loretta 
Long,  known  to  millions  as  Susan  Robinson  — 
wife  to  Gordon  and  the  maternal  figure  tor  Big 
Bird  —  on  "Sesame  Street."  An  actress,  role 
model,  and  mentor  to  children  and  adoles-

cents,  Long  joined  the  "Sesame  Street"  cast 
when  the  show  debuted  in  1969. 

"We  will  certainly  address  some  of  the 
more  familiar  controversies  regarding  children 
and  the  media  —  the  boundaries  between 
protective  censorship  and  free  speech,  the 
influence  of  aggressive  or  violent  images  or 
lyrics  on  children's  behavior,  the  influence  of 
sexualized  or  stereotypical  portrayals  of  women 
and  minorities  on  children's  attitudes,"  Dr. 
Johnson  said.  "However,  I  hope  that  we  will 
consider  some  of  the  more  subtle  issues 
regarding  children  and  the  media.  For  example, 
how  do  modern  families  shape  their  children's 
media  use  and  conversely,  how  does  a  child's 
media  use  shape  the  family?  How  is  childhood 
different  from  adulthood  when  there  are  few,  if 
any,  barriers  between  their  cultural  experiences? 
1  hope  we  will  consider  what  we,  as  parents, 
teachers,  and  citizens  need  to  teach  our 
children  about  critically  engaging  the  media  in 
their  lives." 


Teachers  turn  technologies  into  class  tools 


For  decades,  teachers  have  relied  on  tried 
and  true  tools  that  may  he  found  in  any  classroom 
-  chalkboards,  pencils,  paper,  and  textbooks. 

Next  year,  thanks  to  the  Teaching  and 
Technology  Institute  at  Presbyterian  College, 
April  Ulmer  of  White  Knoll  Middle  School  in 
Lexington,  S.C.,  will  be  able  to  include  "power 
tools"  in  her  teaching  toolbox. 

Ulmer  was  among  the  public  school 
teachers  from  South  Carolina  who  attended 
"Teaching  Power  Tools,"  the  summer  program 
offered  by  the  Teaching  and  Technology  Institute 
at  PC.  The  session,  "Introduction  to  Web  Page 
Design,"  will  allow  Ulmer  and  the  other  teachers 
to  literally  "plug  in"  to  a  new  way  to  reach 
students,  parents,  and  even  other  teachers. 

"I  think  It's  great,"  Ulmer  said.  "I  was 
taught  how  to  make  a  web  page.  Some  teachers 
must  write  a  syllabus.  Now  they  can  be  online. 
Parents  and  students  alike  can  interact  and  see 
what  needs  to  be  done  and  when.  Parents  now 
have  easier  access  to  involvement  in  their 
children's  lives." 

The  goal  of  "Teaching  Power  Tools"  is  to 
help  South  Carolina's  teachers  feel  more 
comfortable  with  advancing  technology,  and 
therefore  to  use  it  in  the  classroom.  The 
program  was  bom  in  1998  after  Norman 
Scarborough,  associate  professor  of  business, 
and  Dr.  Suzanne  Smith,  professor  of  business  at 
PC,  recognized  the  lack  of  technology  training 
in  the  classroom. 

"Years  ago,  the  problem  with  technology 
was  actually  getting  it,"  Scarborough  said.  "Now, 
the  technology  is  finally  in  the  classrooms  but 
there  is  little  training  for  the  best  use  of  it." 

Scarborough  and  Smith  began  teaching 
the  summer  classes  three  years  ago  with  a  total 
of  20  teachers  enrolled.  Last  summer,  50 
teachers  enrolled  for  the  three  classes  that 
examined  two  topics. 

This  summer,  the  program  grew  to 
approximately  100  teachers  (who  instruct 
classes  ranging  from  kindergarten  to  Grade  12) 
in  five  classes  covering  three  topics.  Although 
the  program  is  designed  for  South  Carolina's 
teachers,  one  participant  traveled  from  Illinois 
tor  the  web  page  design  class  when  a  space 
became  available. 

Classes  were  taught  in  the  new  Jacobs  Hall 
teaching  theater,  an  interactive,  hands-on 
workshop  equipped  with  a  smart  board,  cable 
television,  scanner,  high-tech  projector, 
documentary  camera,  and  the  ability  for  an 
instructor  to  operate  all  computers  from  a  main 
control  panel  located  at  the  front  of  the  room. 
Members  of  the  PC  faculty  served  as  instructors 
during  the  sessions. 


The  class  on  web  page  design,  taught  by 
Jane  Watkins,  instructor  of  computer  science, 
and  Mark  Anderson,  professor  of  art,  included 
techniques  and  design  elements  using  Microsoft 
FrontPage  software. 

Doug  Wallace,  director  of  media  services,  led 
a  course  on  "Introduction  to  Video  Production," 
which  helped  teachers  imderstand  the  basics  of 
production  —  taping,  lighting,  and  editing. 

The  value  of  using  high  quality  electronic 
presentations  such  as  PowerPoint  to  create  and 
deliver  lessons  was  presented  during  "Introduc- 
tion to  Presentational  Graphics."  Scarborough 
and  Smith  joined  Dr.  Eric  Johnson,  associate 
professor  of  psychology,  and  Dr.  Mike 
Rischbieter,  professor  of  biology,  as  instructors 
for  the  course. 

Also  lending  their  talents  during  the 
workshops  were  Dr.  Bill  Yarborough,  professor 
of  physics  and  director  of  academic  computing, 
and  Dr.  Rob  Howiler,  computer  technician. 

"This  [staff]  is  a  good  mixture  of  talents,  a 
team  effort  —  not  just  one  person  —  and  truly 
a  liberal  arts  education  in  the  field  of  technol- 
ogy," Scarborough  said. 

The  three  courses  were  designed  to  give 
any  teacher  new  ideas  about  how  to  integrate 
technology  into  the  classroom. 

"Students  in  today's  classrooms  are 
extremely  visually-oriented."  Scarborough  said. 
"That's  why  this  program  works  so  well." 

Scarborough  added  that  the  teachers  also 
learned  the  disadvantages  of  the  technology  and 
when  they  will  be  best  served  using  it.  Also, 
keeping  the  classes  small  —  no  more  than  22 
individuals  were  allowed  in  any  single  class  — 
ensured  an  environment  with  hands-on 
learning  opportunities  and  individual  attention. 

That  model  received  very  positive  reviews. 

"[This  is]  the  best  workshop  on  computer 
software  application  I've  attended  in  30  years  of 
teaching,"  said  Frank  Moore  of  North  Myrtle 
Beach  High  Schoo 


"1  have  enjoyed  this  course  because  I  am 
able  to  interact  with  other  teachers,  and  we  can 
all  help  each  other  with  technology,"  said 
Phillip  Dean,  a  technology  teacher  at  Bailey 
and  Clinton  Elementary  schools.  "I  have  been 
given  the  opportunity  to  spend  time  this  week 
to  create  a  web  page  for  my  schools,  and  it  has 
been  wonderful  to  have  Jane  [Watkins]  and 
Mark  [Anderson]  here  to  help  with  the 
resources  to  create  a  page." 

The  program  is  also  cost-effective  for  the 
teachers  because  PC  charges  only  $150  for  any 
individual  week  ot  instruction.  The  South 
Carolina  Department  of  Education  has 
partnered  with  the  Teaching  and  Technology 
Institute  to  help  subsidize  the  cost,  as  have 
corporate  sponsors.  This  year  Bovis  Lend  Lease 
helped  underwrite  the  program,  joining  such 
companies  as  Michelin  North  America,  Blue 
Cross/Blue  Shield,  and  Colonial  Lite/Unum. 

The  option  of  staying  on  the  PC  campus  at 
the  Carol  International  House  and  eating  at 
Greenville  Dining  Hall  also  built  camaraderie 
among  the  teachers.  Despite  a  rigorous 
schedule,  the  mood  remained  light  as  the 
teachers  improved  their  skills  and  knowledge  — 
and  earned  three  credit  hours  toward  their  re- 
certification. 

The  real  winners  will  he  the  students  with 
whom  they  share  their  knowledge. 

"This  course  is  very  low  stress,  while  at  the 
same  time  offering  support  and  concrete 
suggestions  and  help  on  how  1  can  do  my  job 
better,"  said  Libba  Kellner  of  Thornwell  High 
School.

'"^es  from  the  past  speak  again 


At  a  place  like  Presbyterian  College  where 
tradition  is  revered,  it's  difficult  not  to  have  an 
ear  tuned  to  the  past. 

Now,  however,  you  might  just  hear  real 
voices  speaking  to  the  future. 

The  college  is  making  available  cassette 
recordings  from  two  radio  series  produced  in 
the  late  1930s  and  early  1940s.  The  programs  - 
"The  Forum  of  the  Air"  and  "Editorial  Opin- 
ions of  the  Carolinas"  -  were  written  and 
produced  by  PC  students  and  broadcast  over 
eight  radio  stations  in  the  Carolinas. 

The  15-minute  weekly  programs  were 
intended  primarily  to  address  social,  political 
and  economic  problems  in  the  area. 

In  a  Nov.  3,  1937,  letter  to  the  Greater 
Greenwood  Broadcasting  Station,  then- 
president  William  P.  Jacobs  11  '14,  the  grandson 
of  PC  founder  William  Plumer  Jacobs,  wrote 
that  the  college's  administrators,  faculty,  and 
students  believed  "a  great  deal  can  be  done  for 
humanity  and  the  public  at  large  by  bringing 
them  to  a  saner  viewpoint,  a  more  educated 
viewpoint,  a  more  cultured  viewpoint,  through 
the  study  of  the  arts  and  sciences  over  radio." 

It  is  obvious  from  his  written  proposals 
that  Jacobs  intended  not  only  to  use  the 
technology  of  radio  to  educate  students  but  also 
to  educate  the  public  and  bring  about  social 
change. 

In  one  piece  of  correspondence,  Jacobs 
wrote  that  "most  of  the  printed  authorities  on 
sociology  are  written  by  men  and  women  who 
live  exclusively  in  the  realm  of  theory,  and 
seldom  ever  see  their  theories  put  into  prac- 
tice." He  added  that  "the  maintenance  of  our 
present  high  standards  of  living  will  be 
measured  in  effect  by  the  extent  to  which  we 
induce  the  public  at  large  to  follow  a  public 
program  of  applied  sociology,  rather  than 
theoretical;  and  accept  sound  economics  rather 
than  wild  theories." 

Given  the  squall  of  media  unleashed  in 
this  digital  age,  such  a  goal  may  today  seem 
nearly  impossible.  However,  a  large  audience 
was  almost  guaranteed  for  radio  broadcasts 
during  the  pre-television  era.  Jacobs,  who 
formed  the  college's  first  public  relations 
department,  recognized  the  potential  of  the 
i!u;Jiu:Ti  t    ._r.'y!t,i  v  and  broaden  PC's  image. 
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English  instructor,  and  director  of  public 
relations.  William  Jacobs  and  his  brother, 
Hugh  '41,  both  recall  those  early  days  when 
PC  used  what  was  then  a  state-of-the-art 
recording  studio  to  create,  according  to  the 
first  script  for  "The  Forum  of  the  Air,"  "a  series 
of  weekly  programs  de\-oted  to  the  study  of 
'Humanology.'" 

"(My  father's)  purpose  for  starting  the 
radio  department  at  PC  was  to  help  improve 
the  faculty  and  the  education  for  the  stu- 
dents," said  William  Jacobs. 

Although  the  Great  Depression  main- 
tained its  grip  on  the  nation,  PC  managed  to 
secure  new  equipment. 

"It  was  a  very  good  recording  studio,"  said 
Hugh  Jacobs.  "In  fact,  our  station  was  so  good, 
WBT  in  Charlotte  would  come  down  here  to 
record  programs  and  commercials." 

One  of  those  programs,  said  William 
Jacobs,  was  a  musical  program  sponsored  by 
Lance,  the  Charlotte-based  company  that 
manufactures  and  distributes  snack  items. 

"  I  remember  those  programs  —  how  they 
all  started  off  with  the  announcer  saying,  'It's 
Toastchee  time!'"  he  said. 

Although  the  college  was  using  new 
recording  technology,  there  were  plenty  of 
hurdles  for  the  students.  Any  errors  made  by 
the  performers  required  them  to  start  over 
from  the  beginning.  William  Jacobs  said  he 
remembers  one  of  his  schoolmates  mangling 
his  lines  at  the  very  end  of  a  recording, 
prompting  a  studio  full  of  groans. 

All  of  the  programs  were  recorded  li\e 
and  sent  to  the  various  stations  via  telephone 


wire  or  on  a  vinyl  disc.  A  sleeve  holding  one 
ot  the  recordings  ot  "The  Forum  of  the  Air," 
refers  to  the  disc  as  a  "victrolac  record"  from 
the  RCA  Manufacturing  Co.  of  Camden,  N.J., 
which  provides  "an  improved  record  com- 
pound having  inherently  low  surface  noise." 
One  of  the  master  discs  made  of  copper  still 
exists. 

To  bring  those  recordings  from  the  past 
into  the  future,  Hubert  Lollar  of  Laurens 
recorded  the  16-inch  discs  onto  cassette  tapes 
using  a  special  turntable,  playing  the  record- 
ings at  33  1/3  revolutions  per  minute. 

"The  equipment  they  used  predated  wire 
recorders,"  he  said.  "These  things  were  cut 
live  and  in  real  time." 

According  to  the  April,  1940  edition  of 
The  Alumlite,  "the  listener  and  station  response 
to  these  programs  has  been  very  pleasing  to  the 
department."  The  programs  also  gave  birth  to  a 
campus  organization  —  the  Wavelengths  —  for 
students  interested  in  radio  and  radio  production. 

By  1945,  the  radio  programs  were 
discontinued  and  the  equipment  was  sold. 

Nearly  60  years  later,  however,  those 
voices  from  the  past  are  speaking  to  the  future 
thanks  to  current  technology.  Nancy  Griffith, 
the  college  archivist,  said  an  inventory  that 
lists  topics  and  readers  on  the  various  tapes  is 
now  available.  Copies  of  each  program  are 
available  for  $5  per  tape.

"You  are  listening  to  WIBC..." 
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Radio  rc\  otticial  oriyins  may  have  begun  prior  to  World  War  II  in  a  recording  studio  m  Neville  Hall  but  its  on- 
campus  personality  has  an  ancestry  traced  to  a  more  mischievous  beginning. 

Student  performers  —  readers,  dramatists  and  musicians  —  recorded  the  two  radio  programs,  "The  Forum  oi  the 
Air,"  and  "Editorial  Opinions  of  the  Carolinas,"  that  were  broadcast  from  stations  in  South  Carolina  and  North 
Carolina.  But  those  programs  weren't  the  only  shows  being  produced  by  students  in  the  late  1930s,  according  to 
William  P.  Jacobs  III,  '40. 

During  his  college  career,  Jacobs  and  several  college  chums  used  a  wireless  record  player  that  transmitted  low- 
frequency  radio  waves  to  set  up  a  pirate  AM  radio  broadcast  in  a  YMCA  building  on  the  West  Plaza. 

"We  set  up  a  30-foot  antenna,  which  was  just  as  illegal  as  it  could  be,"  said  Jacobs,  "and  we  would  play  Big  Band 
music  —  Glenn  Miller  and  Tommy  Dorsey  —  that  was  popular  at  the  time  with  students." 

Fewer  radio  stations  in  the  late  30s  meant  less  competition  —  and  little  interest  from  the  government  in  breaking 
up  one  tiny  low-frequency  operation  in  Clinton,  S.C.  Still,  the  outlaw  disc  jockeys  changed  frequencies  every  day  to 
throw  ofTany  officials  who  may  have  tried  to  tune  in.  "We  let  students  know  by  word  of  mouth  which  frequency 
they  could  turn  their  radios  to,"  said  Jacobs. 

Later,  the  radio  rogues  borrowed  some  equipment  to  use  as  microphones  and  personalized  their  programs  for 
the  PC  campus. 

"We  would  tell  students  when  it  was  time  to  go  to  class  and  other  events,"  said  Jacobs.  "It  was  a  lot  of  fun." 

What  it  lacked  in  technological  polish,  those  broadcasts  made  up  for  in  spirited  ingenuity  and  wit.  "We  called  our 
radio  station  WIBC,"  said  Jacobs,  "the  Illegal  Broadcasting  Company" 
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A  godsend  for  women  worldwide 

Trickle  Up  Program  brings  economic  hope  to  those  who  need  it  most 


Mildred  Leet 


The  humanitarian  aid  and  development 
agency  WomenAid  once  honored  three  women 
as  champions  for  the  poor  and  oppressed  of  the 
world.  Two  of  those  women  -  Mother  Teresa  of 
Calcutta,  India,  and  Great  Britain's  Princess 
Diana  of  Wales  -  were  immediately  recognizable 
around  the  globe  prior  to  their  deaths. 

The  third,  while  not  as  well  known,  has 
left  her  fingerprints  on  the  lives  of  more  than 
600,000  people  around  the  globe. 

Mildred  Robbins  Leet,  the  co-founder  and 
president  of  the  Trickle  Up  Program  -  an 
international,  non-profit  organization  that  helps 
poor  people  start  their  own  businesses  -  was  the 
keynote  speaker  during  Presbyterian  College's 
celebration  of  Women's  History  Month  in 
March.  Leet  proved  to  be  a  worthy  example  of 
the  month's  theme,  "Celebrating  Women  of 
Courage  and  Vision." 

Leet  addressed  the  topics  of  integrity, 
service,  and  women  while  linking  all  three  to 
the  early  dreams  and  bold  achievements  she  has 
realized  during  more  than  20  years  of  service  to 
her  fellow  human  beings. 

Integrity,  she  said,  may  be  defined  as  the 
maintenance  of  ethical  and  moral  standards  or, 
as  she  pointed  out,  "doing  the  right  thing  when 
no  one  is  looking." 

Leet  certainly  has  done  that,  helping  the 
"poorest  of  the  poor"  realize  their  own  dreams  ot 
shedding  the  shackles  of  poverty,  minus  the 
white-hot  spotlight  of  fame  and  celebrity- 
It  started,  she  said,  in  the  late  1970s,  when 
she  and  her  late  husband  started  the  Trickle  Up 
Program  under  the  premise  that  "trickle  down" 
economic  policies  do  little  to  affect  the  lives  of 
the  poorest  people.  Rather  than  wait  until  the 
wealth  trickled  down.  Trickle  Up  put  money 
directly  into  the  hands  of  poor  people  and 
allowed  them  to  start  their  own  businesses. 

Using  $1 ,000  of  their  own  money,  Leet  and 
her  husband  traveled  to  the  Dominican 


Republic  and  put  Trickle  Up  into  action. 
Working  with  local  agencies  in  that  country, 
they  provided  conditional  $50  grants  for 
entrepreneurs  who  formed  business  plans,  then 
seeded  them  with  another  $50  when  they 
provided  business  reports.  In  all,  10  businesses 
were  started  on  that  memorable  day.  In  1986, 
seven  years  after  their  first  contacts,  seven  of 
those  original  10  businesses  were  still  in 
operation. 

Leet  provided  numerous  examples  of  success 
in  other  countries  -  1 1 7  in  all  -  where  poor 
people  have  used  Trickle  Up  to  get  their  own 
dreams  off  the  ground.  While  Trickle  Up  does 
not  create  millionaires,  she  said,  it  does  improve 
the  standard  of  living  for  its  participants.  They, 
in  turn,  give  to  those  less  fortunate. 

Women  worldwide  are  major  beneficiaries 
of  the  Trickle  Up  Program.  Two-thirds  of  grant 
recipients  are  women  -  the  poorest  people  with 
the  least  access  to  training  and  jobs. 

"Their  economic  impact  is  invisible,"  she 
said.  "It  is  outside  the  (Gross  National  Product)." 

From  simple  farm-to-market  retail 
businesses  to  small  collectives  making  ham- 
mocks, the  estimated  95,000  businesses  have 
aided  a  generation  of  people  who  are  expected 
to,  in  turn,  spawn  a  new  generation  ot  young 
people  who  are  better  off  economically  than 
their  parents. 

Trickle  Up  is  also  helping  people  domesti- 
cally, according  to  Leet.  Six  years  ago,  the 
program  was  launched  in  the  United  States  and 
there  are  now  1,500  businesses  thriving  as  a 
result  of  the  program's  initiatives. 

Even  in  countries  where  governments 
show  little  support  for  their  poor,  Trickle  Up 
has  thrived. 

"The  opportunities  exist,"  Leet  said.  "The 
people  just  have  to  take  hold  of  them." 

A  woman  from  the  Philippines  best 
simimed  up  what  Trickle  Up  -  and  Leet  -  has 
helped  provide. 

"We  always  have  dreams,"  Leet  said,  recalling 
the  woman's  words.  "But  now  we  have  hope."

PC  student  enjoys  the  sound  of  success 


During  his  Thanksgiving  break  in  1999, 
Chad  Prashad  had  a  tew  acoustic  guitars,  a  need 
for  some  money,  and  a  difticuk  decision  to 
make. 

Less  than  two  years  later,  as  he  prepares 
for  his  senior  year  at  Presbyterian  College, 
Prashad  owns  a  $100,000  business  on  the 
World  Wide  Web  and  the  South  Carolina 
Collegiate  Entrepreneur  Award. 

What  happened  during  those  18  months  is 
the  stuff  of  small  business  lore. 

It  started  with  the  fateful  holiday  and 
Prashad's  decision  to  sell  one  of  his  guitars  for 
some  spending  money.  He  got  the  cash  —  at  a 
profit  that  planted  an  idea  in  the  business 
administration  major's  mind.  Instead  of  merely 
enjoying  what  many  may  have  considered  the 
spoils  of  a  good  deal,  Prashad  saw  the  windfall 
as  a  business  opportunity. 

Using  the  surplus  from  his  first  sale,  the 
Greer,  S.C.,  resident  bought  another  acoustic 
guitar  —  then  sold  it  for  a  profit  and  invested  in 
an  even  more  valuable  guitar.  By  Christmas  of 
that  year,  Prashad  owned  four  guitars  and  had  laid 
the  foundation  for  www.AcousticsForLess.com. 

The  following  semester,  Prashad  turned  a 
profit  on  the  sale  of  more  than  30  guitars.  To 
date,  he  has  sold  more  than  85  instruments  to 
boost  his  business  into  six  figures.  For  his  fellow 
business  administration  majors  that's  a  return  of 
nearly  5000  percent  on  his  investment  —  and 
an  average  profit  margin  of  38.4  percent. 

With  prices  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $5,200 
per  guitar,  the  average  music  fan  might  swoon 
at  the  price  tags.  Actually,  Prashad  said,  one 
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key  to  his  business  is  offering  his  inventory  at  a 
discount  price. 

"Most  of  these  were  sold  by  beating  other 
stores'  prices  and  all  at  a  discount  compared  to 
local  and  major  chain  store  prices,"  he  said. 
"I'm  able  to  do  this  by  buying  out  closing  stores' 
inventories  or  through  warehouses  and 
classifieds  across  the  country." 

Prashad  has  tapped  into  a  vein  of  custom- 
ers who  are  looking  for  brand-name  guitars  — 
Gibson  USA,  Larrivee,  and  Taylor  —  at  very 
competitive  prices,  which  Prashad  is  able  to 
provide,  in  part,  because  he  has  no  payroll  or 
overhead  costs.  Add  to  that  his  knowledge  of 
the  product  and  a  personable  touch  and  the  end 
result  for  Prashad  is  a  winning  business  model. 
AcousticsForLeis.cotn  has  customers  from 
Canada,  France,  England,  Romania,  Japan, 
Mexico,  and  across  the  United  States.  Dealing 
with  both  domestic  and  international  customers 
on  a  personal  basis  is  both  a  challenge  and  a  joy 
according  to  Prashad. 

"Trying  to  call  a  customer  in  Japan, 
England  and  California  in  the  same  day  across 
all  these  time  zones  —  and  still  sleep  and  go  to 
class  —  is  always  fun,"  he  said.  "Having  to 
actually  deal  with  real  customers  and  try  to 
treat  each  one  uniquely  and  personally  was 
initially  a  challenge  but  the  reward  is  their 
satisfaction,  especially  when  they  refer  you  to  a 
friend  or  personally  come  back  to  you." 

He  admits  that  some  customers  initially 
felt  uncomfortable  with  the  idea  of  doing 
business  with  a  20-year-old  college  student. 

"Many  people  questioned  my  experience. 
Proving  myself  became  commonplace  for  the 
first  few  months,"  Prashad  said.  "Having  owned 
some  of  the  world's  most  exclusive  guitars,  I've 
been  able  to  fairly  compare  them  and  offer 
pretty  accurate  advice  in  order  to  gain  confi- 
dence from  customers." 

He  has  also  gained  the  respect  of  South 
Carolina's  most  successful  business  leaders. 
Prashad  accepted  the  South  Carolina  Collegiate 
Entrepreneur  Award  during  a  May  16  ceremony 
honoring  small  businesses  statewide. 

In  addition  to  being  honored  as  the  state's 
top  college  businessman,  Prashad  was  named 
the  second  runner-up  for  the  Central  Atlantic 
states  regional  competition. 

Norman  Scarborough,  associate  ptofessor 
of  business  administration  at  PC,  said  the  award 
definitely  puts  Prashad  on  the  map  in  the 
business  world. 


"It's  a  very  prestigious  award,"  he  said.  "It 
gives  him  and  his  business  more  visibility." 
Scarborough  added  that  it  is  gratifying  to  see 
someone  like  Prashad  in  action. 

"Chad  is  putting  into  practice  just  what 
we're  teaching  —  and  he's  doing  it  well,"  he 
said.  "We're  very  proud  of  his  accomplishment. 
He  really  has  a  sense  of  priorities  and  is  a  fine, 
ethical  young  man." 

When  he  graduates  from  PC  in  2002, 
Prashad  hopes  he  will  have  secured  at  least  $5 
million  to  finance  a  new  business  venture.  In 
the  meantime,  he  will  continue  to  promote  his 
website  and  to  serve  as  an  example  of  someone 
who  makes  the  most  of  an  opportunity. 

"I  would  encourage  anyone  —  everyone, 
really  —  to  pursue  their  dreams  and  cut  their 
own  path,"  he  said.  "Whether  or  not  you're 
successful  is  not  how  much  you  make  or  what 
your  position  is.  Rather,  it's  whether  or  not 
you're  happy  and  fulfilled. 

"I  think  the  idea  of  college  being  a  gateway 
to  professional  positions  is  blinding  and 
pressuring  to  too  many  students.  Instead, 
college  is  a  rare  opportunity  to  explore  yourself, 
your  likes,  dislikes,  opinions,  and  to  develop 
your  goals."

Chad  Prashac 


Serving 
winning 


As  the  PC  women's  tennis  team  prepared 
to  face  Catawba  for  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference  tournament  title  in  April,  coach 
Bobhy  McKee  heard  "the  noise."  More 
importantly,  he  knew  his  four  seniors  could  hear 
it  as  they  stood  on  the  Calloway  Courts  behind 
Douglas  House. 

The  silence  of  concentration  was  broken 
by  the  buzz  of  emotion  as  they  stepped  onto  the 
courts  for  the  team's  final  SAC  match. 

"We  couldn't  stop  the  emotion.  We  really 
tr\^  to  cut  out  what  I  call  'excess  noise'  in  our 
minds.  A  lot  of  times  when  we  get  emotional 
we  create  a  lot  of  that  excess  noise,"  McKee 
said.  "There  was  so  much  noise  going  on  that 
day,  realizing  that  this  was  the  last  (SAC) 
match  at  home  against  a  team  we  had  beaten 
before.  Catawba  came  out  and  was  playing 
better  from  the  beginning.  We  were  having 
tougher  matches  than  we  did  the  first  time. 
The  kids  were  looking  at  their  parents,  who 
were  emotional,  too." 

It  was  a  rare  situation  for  the  team's 
seniors.  During  their  four  years  at  PC,  Sunny 
Armstrong,  Allison  Merritt,  Clayton  McGee, 
and  Heather  Combs  had  never  experienced  a 
team  loss  to  a  SAC  opponent.  Merritt  and 
Armstrong  were  undefeated  in  SAC  singles 
competition  in  their  careers. 

Showing  the  poise  that  has  elevated  the 
Blue  Hose  program  to  the  top  of  the  conference 
for  the  past  decade,  the  seniors  and  their 
teammates  kept  all  SAC  streaks  intact  by 
dispatching  Catawba  5-1  and  claiming  their 
fourth  conference  title.  The  victory  also  left  the 
seniors  with  a  35-0  career  team  record  against 
SAC  opponents.  The  program  mark  now  stands 
at  47  consecutive  victories  against  SAC  teams,  a 
streak  that  dates  hack  to  the  1996  season. 

"1  haven't  seen  a  record  like  it  in  a  long 
time  —  and  I've  been  coaching  for  20  years.  We 
play  so  many  matches  that  there  could  easily  be 
an  opportunity  to  slip  up,"  said  McKee,  who  was 
named  the  SAC  women's  tennis  coach  of  the 
year.  "I've  known  these  seniors  since  they  came 
to  PC  and  1  knew  they  would  be  a  special  group. 
They've  been  focused  and  willing  to  accept  the 
role  o(  being  the  best  in  the  conference.  Year 
after  year  after  year  they've  had  to  hold  off  all 
challenges  that  have  come  along.  1  also  know 
they  appreciate  what  they've  done  because  we'\'e 
talked  about  it  —  that  they  had  an  opportunity 
to  make  history  and  to  do  something  very  special 
in  their  tennis  careers  here  at  PC.  It's  something 
that  may  not  be  matched  ever.  It  will  certainly 
be  the  standard." 

The  team  also  appreciated  the  opportunity 
to  close  its  conference  schedule  at  home.  PC 
co-hosted  the  SAC  Spring  Sports  Festival  with 
Newberry  College.  PC  hosted  women's  tennis, 
Softball,  and  men's  golf  e\-ents,  while  Newberry 
played  host  to  the  league's  baseball,  men's 
tennis,  and  women's  golf  teams. 

Tlic  2001  festi\'al  was  the  first  of  a  three-year 


commitment  by  die  schools  to  host  the  e\'ent. 

"Overall,  1  thought  it  was  an  excellent 
event,"  said  SAC  Commissioner  Doug  Echols. 
"Both  communities  came  together  to  make  this 
a  special  event,  which  was  appreciated  by  the 
athletes  and  the  fans.  1  think  the  potential  for 
the  future  of  the  festival  is  excellent." 

The  five-day  event  included  the  SAC 
spring  sports  award  program  in  the  Templeton 
Physical  Education  Center  and  festival  banquet 
under  a  big-top  tent  on  the  east  plaza.  In  all, 
more  than  700  athletes  and  coaches  from  the 
conference  schools  joined  their  families  and 
fans  in  Laurens  and  Newberry  counties. 

Brian  Purcell,  head  coach  of  PC's  women's 
soccer  team,  coordinated  events  in  Laurens 
County  with  the  assistance  of  a  festival  commit- 
tee comprised  of  college  and  community  leaders. 
Sponsors  in  the  community  helped  fund 
construction,  publications,  and  hospitality'  items. 

"I  don't  think  it  could  have  gone  any 
better.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  nice 
weather  and  we  didn't  have  any  major  glitches," 
Purcell  said.  "But  we  did  have  a  lot  of  people, 
both  on  campus  and  in  the  community,  who 
worked  very  hard  to  make  the  festival  happen. 
As  a  coach,  one  of  the  reasons  we  do  all  that 
work  is  to  allow  our  teams  to  play  at  home." 

That  strategy  paid  off  for  the  two  Blue 
Hose  teams  that  actually  held  home  field 
advantage  during  the  festival.  Joining  the  PC 
women's  tennis  team  as  SAC  champions  during 
the  festival  was  the  Blue  Hose  golf  team,  which 
claimed  a  17  stroke  victory  over  second-place 
Wingate  during  the  two-day  tournament  at 
Lakeside  Country  Club  in  Laurens. 

The  PC  men's  tennis  team  dropped  a  5-4 
decision  to  Catawba  in  the  tournament  finals, 
while  the  Blue  Hose  baseball  and  softball  teams 
were  ousted  after  claiming  one  victory  apiece. 

Above  the  din  from  the  different  venues 
rose  "the  noise"  from  the  Calloway  Courts  as 
the  women's  tennis  team  wrapped  up  its  tenth 
S.^C  championship  over  the  past  12  years. 
Following  his  team's  victory  over  Catawba, 
McKee  finally  allowed  himself  and  his  players 
to  succumb  to  the  emotion  of  the  day. 

"For  our  seniors  to  he  able  to  finish  their 
(SAC)  careers  in  front  of  their  friends,  parents, 
and  people  in  the  community  who  supported 
us...  it  couldn't  have  been  better.  1  can't  tell 
you  how  excited  they  were  when  we  foimd  out 
we  were  going  to  have  the  tournament  here.  It 
was  like  a  script.  You  couldn't  have  written  it 
any  better,"  McKee  said.  "After  the  match, 
there  were  tears  of  joy  because  we  won,  and 
tears  of  sadness  because  they  realized  their 
careers  at  PC  were  coming  to  an  end.  PC 
creates  such  a  supportive  environment  —  both 
academically  and  athletically  —  that  people 
come  here  as  student-athletes  and  tall  in  love 
with  the  place.  Their  experiences  are  so  great 
that  they  don't  want  it  to  end."

Blue  Hose  again  the  best  in  the  SAC 


The  trophy  cases  in  the  Templeton 
Physical  Education  complex  are  overflowing 
with  silver  cups  and  frained  plaques  that 
recognize  conference  championships  —  and 
numerous  records  —  by  Blue  Hose  teams  and 
mdividual  athletes. 

The  2000-01  South  Atlantic  Coiiference 
Athletic  Excellence  Award  will  join  those 
awards  after  PC  recaptured  the  league's  most 
prestigious  honor,  but  a  new  conference  record 
will  not  be  found  in  any  of  those  display  cases. 

Led  by  basketball  standout  Rachel  Sloan,  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  Female  Athlete  of  the 
Year,  and  SAC  Male  Scholar  Athlete  of  the  Year 
Donny  Thoresen,  the  PC  athletic  department  set 
a  new  standard  of  excellence  during  the  2000-01 
academic  year.  Blue  Hose  athletes  claimed  se\-en 
of  14  possible  player  of  the  year  selections  in  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  —  the  most  by  any 
program  since  the  SAC  became  an  all-sports 
conference  in  1989. 

Sloan,  PC's  career  leader  in  scoring  and 
rebounding  for  women's  basketball,  received  the 
SAC  Female  Athlete  of  the  Year  Award  for  the 
second  time  in  her  career  following  a  vote  of 
the  league's  directors  of  athletics.  She  earlier 
accepted  the  SAC  Player  of  the  Year  award  for 
women's  basketball. 

A  forward  from  Greenville,  S.C.,  Sloan 
was  named  a  Kodak  All- American  this  season, 
becoming  the  first  PC  women's  basketball 
player  to  receive  that  honor.  She  holds  SAC 
records  for  career  field  goals  and  free-throws 
made,  ranks  third  in  career  scoring  and  field- 
goal  percentage,  fourth  in  career  steals,  and 
sixth  in  career  rebounds.  Sloan  is  one  of  only 
seven  women's  basketball  players  in  SAC 
history  to  reach  1,000  career  points  and  1,000 
career  rebounds.  She  was  a  member  of  PC's 
graduating  class  on  May  5. 

Thoresen,  selected  as  the  SAC  Player  ot 
the  Year  for  men's  tennis,  received  the  SAC 
Presidents  Award  as  the  conference's  top  male 
scholar-athlete.  The  top  player  for  the  Blue 
Hose  during  his  senior  season,  Thoresen  was 
ranked  as  high  as  40th  in  the  nation  as  a  singles 
player.  He  has  83  career  singles  wins,  placing 
him  among  the  top  five  in  career  victories  at 
PC.  The  resident  of  Roswell,  Ga.,  was  the  ITA 
East  Region  Senior  Player  of  the  Year  and 
received  the  2001  Tennis  Magazine/ Arthur 
Ashe  Leadership  and  Sportsmanship  Award. 

Thoresen,  who  was  named  the  outstanding 
senior  in  the  PC  business  department,  held  a 
3.87  grade  point  average.

Fulbright  Program  sends  Ingram  to  teach  in  the  Ukraine 


When  Dr. 
Buoker  T.  Ingram 
visited  Guyana  in 
1999  at  the 
invitation  of  the 
U.S.  Embassy  in 
that  country,  he 
witnessed  first-hand 
the  struggle  of  a 
country  to  embrace 
democracy. 

Next  stop? 
The  Ukraine. 
As  the  recipient  of 
a  prestigious 

Fulbright  Scholarship,  Ingram  will  travel  to  the 
Ukraine  next  spring  to  teach  at  two  institu- 
tions. 

"1  first  became  interested  in  a  Fulbright 
Award  when  I  visited  with  Dave  Gillespie  while 
he  was  serving  as  a  Fulbright  Scholar  in  Estonia 
during  the  Spring  Semester  of  1997.  While 
there,  I  was  struck  by  all  ot  the  political,  social.

and  economic  changes  that  were  taking  place  in 
that  country  as  it  moved  from  a  socialist  bloc 
country  of  the  former  Soviet  Union  toward  a 
democratic  form  of  government,"  said  Ingram, 
professor  of  political  science.  "I  knew  then  that 
I  wanted  to  study,  first-hand,  the  enormous 
changes  that  were  taking  place  in  that  region  of 
the  world." 

Ingram  learned  in  March  that  the 
Fulbright  Board  selected  him  to  serve  as  a 
Fulbright  Scholar  in  the  Ukraine  from  January 
until  June  of  2002.  He  will  have  a  joint 
appointment  at  the  Kyiv-Mohyla  Academy  and 
the  International  University  of  Linguistics  and 
Law  in  Kiev. 

He  will  teach  an  introduction  to  political 
theory  course  at  Kyiv-Mohyl  Academy  as  part  ot 
the  institution's  civic  education  program.  His 
students  will  train  to  teach  civic  education  and 
citizenship  to  students  attending  public  schools. 

Ingram  will  teach  Western  political  thought 
and  American  political  thought  at  the  Interna- 
tional University  of  Linguistics  and  Law. 


"The  Ukraine  has  begun  a  democratization 
process  in  which  efforts  are  being  made  to  build 
democratic  institutions  and  structures  that  will 
undergird  its  newly  emerging  democracy,"  Ingram 
said.  "The  courses  will  allow  me  to  share  with  the 
students  the  origins  of  Western  democratic  ideas, 
theories,  beliefs,  and  practices,  particularly  in  the 
American  political  experience." 

Alan  H.  Schechter,  chairman  of  the  J. 
William  Fulbright  Foreign  Scholarship  Board, 
announced  that  Ingram  "will  be  joining  the 
ranks  of  ...  distinguished  scholars  and  profession- 
als worldwide  who  are  leaders  in  the  educational, 
political,  economic,  social  and  cultural  lives  of 
their  countries."  He  added  that  Ingram's 
"impressive  accomplishments  have  made  possible 
[hisj  selection  for  the  Fulbright  Program." 

Ingram,  who  joined  the  PC  faculty  in 
1987,  is  chair  of  the  department  of  political 
science.  He  has  received  two  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities  grants  during 
his  tenure  at  PC,  and  was  named  the  college's 
Professor  of  the  Year  in  2000.

Wetzel  has  been  named  a  Belle  W.  Baruch 
Visiting  Scholar  and  will  spend  part  ot  the  next 
year  in  research  at  Hobcaw  Barony. 

"I  remain  impressed  with  the  relative 
isolation  and  protection  afforded  the  flora  and 
fauna  of  this  area  from  the  influences  of  coastal 
development,"  Wetzel  said.  "It  is  extremely  rich 
in  natural  history  with  diverse  populations  ot 
wildlife,  forested  regions,  great  expanses  of  salt 
marshes,  and  complex  beach  and  dune  systems. 
Therein  lies  a  story  of  nature  to  be  told." 

Wetzel  plans  to  tell  the  story  by  combin- 
ing his  vocation  and  his  avocation. 


"I  guess  you  could  call  it  microphotogra- 
phy,"  he  said.  "I'll  be  photographing  the  flora 
and  fauna  on  the  grounds  —  but  things  you 
normally  wouldn't  realize  are  a  part  of  the  very 
delicate  ecosystem  there. 

"My  desire  is  to  spend  quality  field  tmie  m 
residence,  photographing  seasonal  changes  in 
coastal  wildlife  and  flora,  with  emphasis  on 
diversity,  seasonality,  and  foremost  the  interde- 
pendence of  habitat." 

Compiling  an  image  bank  accompanied  by 
descriptive  text,  Weczel  will  have  a  teaching  tool 
that  could  lead  to  a  nature  photography  worbhop. 
The  images  and  text  may  also  be  used  at  the 
Hobcaw  Barony  Visitor's  Center.

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Presbyterian  College's  motto  —  dum 
vivimus  servimus  —  is  perhaps  the  single 
most  oft-evoked  phrase  on  campus.  It  is 
featured  with  some  degree  of  regularity  in 
conversation,  in  speeches,  and  in  print. 

Of  greater  importance  than  frequency, 
however,  is  veracity  —  and  there  are  few 
other  ideals  as  active  and  true  in  the  minds 
and  deeds  of  PC  students  than  service. 
In  other  words,  PC  students  are  very  much 
alive.  And  they  are  serving. 

For  35  years,  most  service  opportuni- 
ties for  PC  students  —  both  on  campus  and 
off  campus  —  have  been  provided  by 
Student  Volunteer  Services.  SVS  is,  in  a 
sense,  dum  vivimus  servimus  personified  — 
a  visible,  tangible  resource  that  connects 
the  PC  community  with  the  world  outside 
the  campus  and  the  individual  student  to 
something  much  more  profound. 

SVS  is,  as  associate  dean  ot  students 
Shelia  Hill  describes  it,  "the  manifestation 
of  service  as  a  college  value." 

"It's  more  than  just  a  group  or  an 
organization,"  she  said.  "It's  what  we  do." 
Not  only  is  service  a  large  part  of  what  PC 
does  but  it  also  is  a  large  part  of  what  PC 
believes.  It  is  a  large  part  of  what  PC  is  —  an 
institution  founded  on  Christian  principles 
in  which  service  is  a  key  component. 

The  organizational  origins  of  SVS  are 
rooted  in  the  mid-1960s.   It  was,  of  course, 
a  time  of  great  social  turbulence.   It  was  a 
time  of  racial  tension  and  foreign  war.   It 
was  a  time  of  shifting  norms  for  young 
people.   It  was  a  time  of  activism  and 
action. 

It  was  a  time  of  change. 

In  the  midst  of  changes  outside  the 
residence  halls  and  classrooms  came  change 
from  within  sparked  by  the  ideas  of  a  few. 
One  of  those  —  former  professor,  counselor, 
and  chaplain  Dr.  Jack  Presseau  —  rallied 
students,  faculty  members,  and  the  college 
itself  to  embrace  volunteerism  not  just  as  an 
activity,  hut  also  as  a  mission. 

"What  we  tried,  basically,  was  to  be 
Christian  in  our  daily  lives,"  he  said.  "I  was 
brought  up  that  way.  I  was  taught  that  faith 
and  deed  go  hand  in  hand  —  that  we,  as 
Christians,  are  to  help  those  who  were  hurting 
most  and  he  a  witness  to  what  we  believe." 

Surrounding  the  PC  campus  of  the 
1960s  was  a  community  that  wasn't 
immune  to  the  social  ills  of  its  time  — 
poverty,  illiteracy  and  racial  strife.  On 
campus,  however,  there  was  a  growing 
desire  to  do  something  about  it. 

"There  were  a  lot  of  idealistic  people 
in  the  '60s  who  wanted  to  make  a  state- 
ment with  what  they  did,"  Presseau  said. 
And  so  they  took  action. 


Responding  to  a  call  from  the  pastor  of 
Todd  Memorial  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Laurens,  a  group  of  students  from  Presseau's 
Christian  Education  class  started  the 
college's  first  Child  Outreach  Program  in 
1966.  College  students  provided  mill-area 
children  with  weekly  programs  that 
combined  education,  recreation,  and 
Biblical  instruction. 

But  Presseau  wanted  to  see  more  than 
just  a  surge  of  good  will  aimed  at  the 
surrounding  community.  He  wanted 
Presbyterian  College  students  and,  more  so, 
the  college  itself,  to  embrace  volunteerism 
as  a  guiding  principle.  Presseau  believed 
that  in  order  for  a  student-led  volunteer 
corps  to  survive  over  time,  it  would  have  to 
be  as  much  a  part  of  the  college's  landscape 
as  Neville  Hall. 


"Things  like  this  have  to  be  institu- 
tionalized to  make  it,"  he  said,  adding  that 
PC  had  a  perfect  role  model  for  planting 
ideas,  fertilizing  them  with  faith,  and 
feeding  them  with  commitment  until  they 
took  root  and  grew.  PC's  earliest  volun- 
teers only  needed  to  look  at  the  college's 
founder  —  William  Plumer  Jacobs  — 
as  an  example. 

"He  was  great  at  getting  things  started 
with  volunteers,"  Presseau  said.  "That's  how 
the  college  and  Thomwell  got  started.  He 
would  have  an  idea  and  get  people  involved 
and,  before  you  know  it,  those  ideas  became 
reality.  We  did  that  with  SVS." 


There  were  obstacles,  of  course.  Mill- 
community  churches  didn't  always 
welcome  mill-community  children.  And 
schools  in  the  mid-60s  still  operated 
under  a  cloud  of  racial  tension.  Presseau 
credits  early  contacts  with  African- 
American  leaders  like  James  and  Alvenes 
Barksdale  of  Clinton  for  easing  some  of 
those  tensions  and  eventually  creating 
partnerships  that  benefited  community 
and  college  alike. 

In  the  early  1970s,  PC  received  a 
grant  from  the  Presbyterian 
denomination's  boards  of  Christian 
education  and  National  Ministries  to  fund 
—  for  three  years  —  a  full-time  SVS 
director.  The  Rev.  Sydney  T.  Ayer  Jr., 
who  had  worked  with  students  as  a 
Clinton  resident,  was  selected  for  the 
position  and  SVS  blossomed. 

But  in  its  embr\'onic  stages,  said 
Presseau,  growth  wasn't  the  issue. 
Survival  was. 

"We  didn't  have  time  to  think  about 
(growth),"  he  said.  "We  couldn't  look 
that  far  ahead.  We  were  busy  trying  to 
challenge  the  students  and  the  college 
and  channel  some  of  those  resources  out 
into  the  community.  But  we  did  believe 
(SVS)  had  long-term  potential." 

It  must  feel  good  to  be  right.  With 
more  than  two-dozen  programs  served  by 
approximately  a  third  of  the  student  body 
at  PC,  SVS  continues  to  serve  as  an 


active  reminder  that  the  college's  motto  is 
more  than  simply  three  Latin  words. 
According  to  Presseau,  it  is  the  commit- 
ment of  the  students  and  the  college  that 
ensures  the  future  of  SVS.   It  just  makes 
sense,  he  said,  for  a  church-supported 
college  to  encourage  its  students  to  serve 
God  by  serving  others.   It  also  makes  sense, 
he  added,  to  ask  students  to  volunteer 
without  requiring  them  to.  A  mandate  to 
serve  should  come  from  the  heart  —  not  a 
page  from  the  student  handbook. 

Students  themselves  drive  SVS.   It  is, 
after  all,  Student  Volunteer  Services. 

"Our  program  is  all  student-led,"  said 
Hill.  "They  make  the  critical  decisions. 
They  embrace  that  responsibility." 

They  also  are  most  responsible  for 
sustaining  SVS  over  the  years. 

"It's  up  to  the  students  to  convince 
others  of  the  value  of  service  —  of  being  a 
Christian  and  a  humanitarian,"  Presseau 
said.  "I  think  it's  important  that  each 
generation  recruit  and  train  others  to  keep 
the  tradition  intact.  A  lot  of  students 
come  from  that  tradition  and  are  able  to 
draw  people  who  have  experience  as 
volunteers  and  who  desire  to  express  their 
faith  through  service." 

Former  SVS  coordinator  Fanchon 
Glo\-er,  an  alumna  of  PC  who  is  now  the 


director  ot  multicultutal  programs  at  the 
College  ot  William  and  Mary  in 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  credits  much  of  the 
college's  volunteer  success  to  the  leadership 
of  student  interns  who  give  direction  to 
their  peers. 

"They  are  so  connected  to  the  campus 
and  what's  going  on,"  she  said.  "They  ha\e 
the  enthusiasm  to  make  things  happen. " 

In  1990,  Glover  inherited  15  SVS 
programs.   By  the  time  she  left  the  college 
in  1996,  the  number  of  programs  had 
increased  to  approximately  30.  Again,  she 
credits  the  students  themselves  for  creating 
new  opportunities  —  new  ways  to  share 
their  time  and  talents  off  campus. 
"My  contribution  to  SVS  was  in  selecting 
very  good  interns  who  had  a  passion  for 
service  and  were  not  afraid  to  shake  the 
bushes,"  she  said.  "...  I  think  1  added  some 
organizational  structure,  but  as  my  role  at 
PC  started  to  change  —  through  my  work 
with  the  choir  and  minority  affairs  —  the 
role  the  interns  played  in  SVS  became  very 
important." 

Presseau  also  praised  the  coordinatots 
for  the  development  of  student  volunteers. 

"Coordinators  are  symbolic,"  said 
Presseau.  "They  are  the  pied  pipers.  They're 
the  ones  who  get  out  the  word  and  get  people 
hooked  on  the  idea  of  \'olunteering." 


Child  outreach  programs  have  long  been  a  key  component  of  Student  Volunteer  Services. 
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Once  they  are  hooked,  the  opportuni- 
ties to  serve  in  the  community  are  abun- 
dant. SVS  serves  a  variety  of  cc^mmunity 
needs  and  a  variety  of  people.  Volunteers 
work  with  students  in  the  public  schools  and 
at  TTiomwell  Home  and  School  for  Chil- 
dren. They  visit  nursing  homes  and  serve 
Meals  on  Wheels  to  shut-ins.  They  teach 
adults  to  read.  TTiey  make  home  visits  and 
spend  time  with  terminally  ill  patients. 
They  listen  to  battered  women.  TTiey 
mentor  CHAMPS  program  participants. 
They  cheer  Special  Olympians  to  victory. 

Why? 

There  is  no  single  answer,  argue  Hill 
and  Presseau,  because  there  is  no  typical 
student  volunteer. 

There  are  some  students,  said  Presseau, 
who  were  veteran  volunteers  before  they 
ever  made  their  way  to  PC  and  chose  to 
attend  the  college  because  it  has  a  strong 
student  volunteer  program.  "They  sign  up 
from  day  one,"  he  said.  Others  follow  their 
peers  and  go  along  for  the  ride,  then  get 
hooked  on  the  idea  of  helping  others. 
Some  students  have  what  may  be  consid- 
ered an  ulterior  motive  —  volunteerism 


looks  good  on  a  job  resume.  Some  simply 
have  to  volunteer  because  it's  a  course 
requirement  or  they've  joined  a  campus 
organization  that  mandates  public  service. 

"Some  just  love  hanging  out  with 
kids,"  said  Hill.  "There  is  no  such  thing  as 
a  typical  SVS  volunteer." 

Volunteers  come  in  all  shapes,  sizes 
and  ideologies,  said  Presseau. 

"The  wonderful  thing  about  SVS  is  it 
picks  up  people  from  different  ends  of  the 


spectrum  —  conservative,  liberal,  evangeli- 
cal. There  is  a  broad  spectrum  of  reasons 
tor  being  a  volunteer,  which  is  important 
because  it  helps  people  understand  each 
other's  religious  experiences." 

Besides,  Presseau  said,  the  reasons 
students  volunteer  are  not  as  important  as 
the  good  deeds  that  are  done. 

"If  you  wait  until  your  motivations  are 
pure,  you'll  never  get  anything  done,"  he  said. 

Volunteering  provides  its  own  rewards 
to  college  students  at  PC.  For  Christian 
education  majors,  volunteering  is  a  way  to 
learn  more  about  ministry  and  pastoral 
care.  For  psychology  majors,  serving 
people  who  suffer  from  social  ills  can 
provide  more  valuable  lessons  than  a 
classroom  lecture. 

"I  volunteered  because  it  was  fun,"  said 
recent  graduate  Amy  Monroe.  "It  was  time  I 
could  look  forward  to  every  week.  I  forgot  all 
1  had  to  do  in  school  or  whatever  else  was 
stressing  me  out  at  the  time  and  just  spent 
time  serving  someone  else.  I  always  teel  good 
when  1  do  things  for  others."

Through  the  volunteer  programs,  hoth 
student  and  community  interact.  In  doing 
so,  they  improve  the  well-heing  ot  each. 
"I  think  it  is  important  to  volunteer  because 
there  is  always  something  we  can  give  to  a 
person  in  need,"  said  Monroe.  "It  might  he 
a  hug,  someone  to  listen  to  them,  or 
someone  to  play  games  with  them. 

"I  think  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
volunteer  and  help  others.  Volunteering 
often  makes  you  step  back  and  think  about 
what  is  important  in  your  life.  It  also  keeps 
you  from  taking  for  granted  all  the  blessings 
we  receive  on  a  daily  basis." 

Like  Presseau  said,  it's  the  intrinsic 
value  of  SVS  that  rises  to  this  occasion. 
The  rewards  aren't  lost  on  SVS  staff  either. 
"I  get  to  help  a  county  I  lo\e,  my  home 
county,"  said  Hill.   "1  guess  that  makes  me 
a  sucker  for  a  phone  call  from  an  agency 
in  need. 

"Leading  this  office  has  reduced  my 
own  hours  of  personal  service  and  some- 
times I  really  miss  that.   But  I  have  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we're  creating 
opportunities  for  students  to  go  out  and 
learn  from  that  experience  of  helping  their 
fellow  man." 

Glover  took  with  her  some  lasting 
memories.  One  of  the  most  poignant  was 
her  last. 

"Transportation  was  always  such  an 
issue,"  she  said.  "We  had  a  really  old  van 
that  eventually  raised  some  liability  issues. 
But  the  students  went  out  and  put  on  a 
tremendous  fundraising  effort  and  matched 
costs  with  the  college  to  buy  a  new  van. 
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"The  day  before  I  left  PC,  I  was 
blindfolded  and  taken  downstairs.  When 
they  took  the  blindfold  off,  I  was  in  the 
new  van.  They  rode  me  all  around  the 
campus  in  that  new  van." 

Glover  also  was  the  SVS  coordinator 
when  the  organization  celebrated  its  25"'' 
anniversary  in  1991. 

"That  was  a  real  highlight,"  she  said. 
"There  was  a  video  and  in  it  you  could 
really  see  how  far  SVS  had  come  and  how 
Dr.  Presseau's  vision  had  become  a  part  ot 
PC  life  as  a  whole." 

There  are  certain  benefits  for  organiza- 
tions, groups,  and  individuals  who  open 
their  doors  and  hearts  to  the  college 
volunteers.   Hill,  who  grew  up  in  nearby 
Waterloo,  understands  some  of  the  needs  in 
the  community  surrounding  PC  and  tries  to 
match  those  needs  with  students  who  are 
willing  to  help  in  those  areas.  Both  she 
and  Presseau  understand  that  volunteer 
work  often  moves  through  cycles. 

"It's  interesting  to  look  at  the  origins  of 
the  programs  —  what  began  and  what  was 
cut  over  the  years,"  said  Presseau.  "Some 
programs  are  eternal.  Others  change  with 
student  interest  and  community  resources." 
E\-en  the  numbers  of  volunteers  fluctuate. 
While  the  raw  number  ot  volunteers  peaked 
at  579  during  the  1997-98  academic  year. 


Hill  said  the  level  of  commitment  has  grown. 

"I'll  take  this  year's  commitment  level 
from  students  because  1  think  commitment  is 
more  significant  than  just  numbers,"  she  said. 

That  level  of  commitment  over  the 
years  has  made  SVS  a  known  commodity 
— and  a  needed  one. 

"There  will  always  be  a  need  for  people 
to  help  others,"  said  Presseau.  "People 
know  we're  here  in  part  because  of  the 
students  who  volunteer  in  the  community." 
It's  a  two-way  street.  Students  become  more 
aware  of  needs  in  Laurens  County,  but  their 
eyes  are  also  opened  to  needs  in  society  in  a 
way  that  is  real  and  not  just  studied.  They 
work  with  real  children,  real  adults,  and 
they  see  firsthand  the  faces,  the  lives,  and 
the  hopes  of  people  who  need  help. 

For  Monroe,  it  was,  perhaps,  the  face  ot 
an  older  man  that  will  forever  remind  her  that 
her  time  and  efforts  were  truly  meaningful. 

"The  volunteer  moment  1  will  always 
remember  was  making  Valentine's  Day 
cards  at  Senior  Options  with  a  man  that 
has  Alzheimer's,"  she  said.  "The  smile  on 
his  face  when  he  completed  the  card  full  of 
glitter  and  a  heart  is  one  I  will  not  ever 
torget.  He  gave  me  a  huge  hug  and 
thanked  me  several  times. 

"He  got  so  much  enjoyment  out  of 
making  a  simple  card  that  it  made  me  stop 
and  think." 

SVS  has  grown  and  evolved  and 
undoubtedly  will  continue  to  contribute  to 
the  growth  and  evolution  of  students  who 
bless  other  people  with  their  sacrifice  of 
time  and  talents. 


"I  think  SVS  is  going  to  continue  to 
evolve,"  said  Presseau.  "1  see  it  becoming  a 
more  complex  organization,  incorporating 
service  learning  where  professors  require 
students  to  serve  as  part  of  their  classroom 
responsibilities.  I  can  see  scholarships 
being  offered  for  service." 

No  matter  how  the  programs  shift  or 
the  organization  changes,  SVS  will  almost 
certainly  remain  focused  on  the  relation- 
ship between  students  and  the  mission  ot 
Presbyterian  College. 

Of  living. 

And  serving. 

And  being  served  by  the  experience. 

"The  students  will  tell  you  this,"  said 
Presseau.  "They  feel  more  blessed  than  the 
people  they  serve."

Our  new  fiscal  year  began  on  Julyl,  2001,  and 
will  run  through  June  30,  2002.  Our  kickoff  for  the 
Annual  Fund  Campaign  for  Presbyterian  College 
2001-2002  will  begin  in  September.  With  the  many 
exciting  things  happening  at  PC,  we  hope  that  this 
will  be  the  start  of  our  best  annual  fund  campaign  ever 

The  Annual  Fund  provides  the  pool  of  funds 
that  gird  our  current  programs  at  PC.  Tuition  and 
fees  pay  for  approximately  two-thirds  of  a  PC 
student's  education.

Like  those 
who  contributed  for  our  education,  our  annual  gifts 
help  make  education  for  today's  Presbyterian  College 
students  possible. 

The  two  major  components  of  the  Annual  Fund 
Campaign  each  year  are: 

1.  Unrestricted  gifts 

2.  The  Scotsman  Club 

Unrestricted  gifts  help  balance  the  budget,  pay 
faculty  salaries,  and  provide  financial  aid  for 
deserving  PC  students.  The  Scotsman  Club  helps 
underwrite  scholarships  for  PC  athletes. 


There  has  been  some  confusion  about  what  gifts 
count  toward  the  Annual  Fund  and  Scotsman  Club. 
Some  of  this  confusion  is  due  to  the  capital  fund 
building  drives  (football  stadium,  science  building, 
etc.)  currently  underway  and  several  booster 
organizations  in  the  PC  athletic  department.  We 
encourage  everyone  to  give  generously  to  the  capital 
drives  and  to  the  booster  clubs.  They  are  important. 
We  need  the  buildings,  stadiums,  uniforms,  and 
equipment  for  which  these  dollars  are  used.    But  we 
also  want  to  encourage  everyone  to  include  an 
Annual  Fund  or  Scotsman  Club  gift  in  their  yearly 
giving.  These  are  the  gifts  that  keep  our  institution 
strong  and  operating  in  the  black  on  an  annual  basis. 
These  are  the  gifts  by  which  the  college  is  judged  in 
U.S.  News  and  World  Report,  as  well  as  by  large 
foundations  that  consider  PC  for  major  gifts. 

Randy  Randall,  Director  of  Alumni  Relations, 
Annual  Fund,  and  Parents'  Programs,  and  Alan 
Smith,  Director  of  the  Scotsman  Club,  are  grateful  for 
the  support  of  so  many  PC  alumni,  parents,  and 
friends.  We  know  that  the  2001-02  academic  year 
will  be  a  great  year  tor  the  Annual  Fund  and  the 
Scotsman  Club. 


The  Armed  Forces  Memorial  that  was 
announced  in  the  most  recent  issue  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  Magazine  generated  much  excitement  - 
and  a  $50,000  gift  from  an  anonymous  donor. 

The  memorial  is  designed  by  the  Presbyterian 
College  ROTC  Alumni  Association  to  be  a  sacred 
place  dedicated  to  Presbyterian  College  students  - 
past,  present,  and  future  -  who  answered  the  call  of 
their  country  for  military  service.  It  will  he  located 
between  Jacobs  Hall  and  the  Harrington-Peachtree 
Academic  Center. 

The  memorial  will  include  five  plaques.  Four 
will  list  the  names  of  those  PC  alumni  who  made  the 
supreme  sacrifice  for  their  country.  The  center 
dedication  plaque  will  list  the  recipients  of  the 
Medal  of  Honor.  The  American  flag,  the  South 
Carolina  flag,  and  the  PC  flag  will  be  prominently 
displayed,  and  a  "Walk  of  Honor"  will  lead  from  the 
memorial  to  the  west  plaza. 

The  generous  anonymous  gift  launched  fund 
raising  efforts  for  this  $150,000  project.  Alumni  and 
friends  who  wish  to  honor  the  service  of  a  loved  one 
and  all  PC  alumni  who  ser\ed  their  country  are 
invited  to  contact  Randy  Randall  for  information 
about  how  to  contribute  to  the  Armed  Forces 
Memorial  at  Presbyterian  College.

While  trying  to  rescue  a 
wounded  soldier  who  had  stepped  on  a  mine  on  Utah 
Beach,  "Rock"  stepped  on  a  land  mine  that  blew  off  his 
foot  just  above  the  ankle.  He  was  sent  to  a  hospital  m 
England  until  he  was  well  enough  to  fly  back  to  the 
United  States.  After  the  war,  he  worked  with  the 
Employment  Service,  placing  disabled  veterans,  for 
several  years  before  enrolling  at  the  University  of 
Florida  School  of  Law.  He  received  his  JD  degree  in 
1953  and  returned  to  hometown  Tallahassee  to  practice 
law.  Harry  dedicated  his  book  to  Mrs.  Lillian  Gross 
Brown  ("Mrs.  B"),  the  widow  of  former  PC  President 
Marshall  W  Brown  and  publisher  of  the  newsletter.  The 
Bee  Mail,  which  kept  PC  alumni  in  touch  with  the 
college  and  one  another  during  World  War  11.

Dr.  George  A.  Baker  111  '56  received  the 
exclamation  point  to  his  distinguished  career  as 
a  soldier  and  educator  when  he  recently  received 
North  Carolina's  highest  civilian  honorBaker, 
who  retired  this  year  as  the  Joseph  D.  Moore 
Distinguished  Professor  of  Adult  and 
Community  College  Education  at  North 
Carolina  State  University,  was  awarded  the 
Order  of  the  Long  Leaf  Pine  by  N.C.  Gov.  Mike 
Easley.  Former  Gov.  Bob  Scott  presented  Baker 
with  the  state's  highest  civilian  award  during  a 
May  10  ceremony  at  the  North  Carolina 
Museum  of  Art.

Playwright  Judy  Simpson  Cook  '70  is  giving 
up  more  than  15  years  of  representing  talented 
individuals  in  order  to  showcase  her  own  gifts. 
Fresh  off  the  critical  success  of  "Benedictions," 
her  play  that  was  produced  this  year  by  the 
Charlotte  Repertory  Theatre,  Cook  decided  to 
resign  as  a  talent  representative  for  JTA  Inc.  and 
devote  her  full  attention  to  writing. 

Cook  already  has  an  impressive  resume  as  a 
playwright.  In  addition  to  "Benedictions,"  she 
has  written  six  other  full-length  plays,  co- 
authored  another,  and  written  numerous  one-act 
plays.  She  also  is  a  professional  actress  who  has 
performed  parts  on  stage  and  film. 

In  "Benedictions,"  Cook  took  the  opportunity 
to  explore  numerous  themes  that  reverberated  in 
her  own  life  —  how  crises  can  shatter  fairh  and 
how  faith  can  be  renewed  and  re-won. 

"1  was  inspired  to  write  about  this  when  my 
mother  died,"  she  said.  "I  started  to  ask  questions 
about  my  own  faith.  I  grew  up  in  the  church  and 
played  hooky  for  a  long  time,  so  I  wanted  to  write 
about  that  type  of  experience." 

The  play  centers  around  three  characters  — 
Jesse,  a  minister  who  suffers  a  crisis  in  faith; 
Agnes,  a  friend  and  co-worker  with  a  "bom-in" 
faith,  and  David,  a  homosexual  man  searching  for 


a  place  in  God's  house. 

The  1 2  performances  staged  at  the 
Charlotte  Repertory  Theatre  earned  praise 
from  both  critics  and  audiences  —  including  a 
group  of  PC  friends  who  attended  a  matinee 
performance  on  Jan.  28. 

"We  got  a  wonderful  reception,"  Cook 
said.  "We  held  'talk-back'  sessions  after  each 
production  and  it  went  really,  really  well." 
She  admits,  however,  that  "Benedictions,"  was 
a  labor  of  love. 

"Afterwards,  1  was  just  exhausted,"  she 
said.  "This  was  a  very  emotionally  draining 
experience." 

Cook  admits  that  while  she  tried  to  draw  a 
line  between  the  author  and  characters,  bits 
and  pieces  ot  her  own  life  seeped  in  "more 
than  I  really  realized." 

"Several  people  told  me  they  identified 
with  these  characters  and  what  it  felt  like  to 
be  rejected  by  the  church,"  she  said.  "Seeing 
it  through  their  eyes,  1  was  able  to  see  aspects 
of  myself  in  these  characters  and  how  they  are 
pretty  well  entangled  in  myself." 

Cook  is  currently  considering  a  play  set  in 
the  1960s  that  reflects  some  other  own 
experiences  during  that  period.

One  class  at  Presbyterian  College  can  make  a  difference  in  the  life  of  any  graduate.  For 
Jim  May  '97,  it  was  a  course  on  Asian  politics  taught  by  PC's  vice  president  for  academic 
affairs  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie  that  spawned  his  interest  in  the  Far  East.

PC,  Thornwell  mourn  humble  hero  Andre  Bruyere 


It  wasn't  any  single  achievement  or  a 
lifetime  of  fame  and  fortune  that  led 
Thornwell  High  School  trustees  to  name  the 
school's  football  field  after  Presbyterian 
College  alumnus  Andre  ].  Bruyere  '78. 
Rather  it  was  an  accumulation  ot  acts  based 
on  Christian  values  and  a  passion  for 
motivating  young  people  that  made  the 
choice  unquestionable. 

Bruyere,  who  died  of  cancer  on  March  9, 
2001,  less  than  a  week  after  learning  about 
the  tribute,  was  the  architect  for  numerous 
Thornwell  football  traditions  -  from  urging 
Saints  players  to  pass  on  the  values  they 
learned  from  the  sport  to  having  them  carry  a 
chain  representing  the  adage,  "a  chain  is  only 
as  strong  as  its  weakest  link." 

As  an  assistant  football  coach  and  family 
services  specialist  at  Thornwell  in  the  early 
1990s,  Bruyere  will  be  remembered  for  yelling 
"Mombogook"  at  players  when  he  coached, 
and  for  standing  at  the  goalposts  cheering  on 
the  Saints  after  declining  health  forced  him 
to  surrender  his  coaching  duties. 

Coaching  legend  Cally  Gault  '48 
remembers  Bruyere  as  a  hard-hitting, 
competitive  linebacker  who  played  for 
the  Blue  Hose  in  the  late  1970s  and 
enjoyed  a  pre-game  ritual  of  butting 
helmets  with  teammates. 

But  more  importantly,  Bruyere 
will  be  remembered  for  being  as 
dedicated  to  serving  people  off  the 
field  as  he  was  to  playing  and 
coaching  on  it. 

Norman  Dover,  athletic  director 
at  Thornwell,  said  Bruyere  "had  a  goa 
to  strengthen  the  family,  not  just  the 
child." 


He  was  a  mentor  who  made  the  Bible 
and  Jesus  Christ  his  model  for  counseling  and 
for  life,  said  his  wife,  Nancy  Jones  Bruyere 
'77.  Bruyere  himself  would  never  take  the 
credit. 

"He  wanted  to  give  God  the  glory,"  she 
said. 

Even  having  his  name  attached  so  firmly 
to  the  field  to  which  he  gave  so  much  was 
hard  for  the  humble  man. 

"He  didn't  think  he  deserved  it,"  Nancy 
said.  "We  didn't  expect  him  to  say  anything 
different."

Dr.  Norris  Hogans  Sr.,  a  former  member  of  the 

Presbyterian  C^ollege  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  respected 
educator  in  Georgia,  died  June  16  ot  complications 
from  kidney  disease.  He  was  63. 

Hogans  was  frequently  honored  as  a  man  who  iHit 


only  recognized  student  need,  but  also  sought  to  find 
the  resources  to  solve  the  problems. 

His  accomplishments  as  head  of  the  Atlanta 
school  system's  community  schools  made  him  the 
obvious  choice  to  be  principal  ot  George  Washington 
Car\er  Comprehensi\e  High  School  in  one  of 
Atlanta's  poorest  neighborhoods. 

He  created  the  Car\er  Community  Family 
Initiative  Program  to  support  those  700  students  and 
the  entire  community.  The  initiative  implemented 
prenatal  care  counseling,  conducted  parenting 
sessions,  and  created  a  day  care  center  for  students' 
children.  A  clothing  bank  was  opened  and  family 
nights  were  held  to  discuss  AIDS.  Mentor  and  atter- 
school  programs  supported  the  students  and  a  camp 
was  conducted  for  neighborhood  children. 

"Most  of  our  problems  come  from  the  community 
and  wind  up  on  campus,"  he  told  The  Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution  in  1993.  "Students  come  from 
the  jungle  out  there  where  they  need  homes,  clothes, 
and  jobs.  We  have  them  from  8  (a.m.)  to  3  (p.m.), 
but  they're  out  there  another  18  hours,  maybe  ducking 
under  the  bed  to  sur\'i\-e.  And  students  who  come  in 
with  that  excess  baggage  can't  meet  the  rigorous 
requirements  of  academia.  Education  is  our  goal,  but 
first  we've  got  to  do  things  that  the  family,  community 
and  church  should  do." 

Hogans  was  a  fighter  not  only  in  school,  but  also 
in  life.  The  National  Kidney  Foundation  of  Georgia 
honored  him  for  his  tenacity  in  fighting  for  students 
—  as  well  as  his  fight  against  kidney  disease. 

"The  honor  is  for  an  exceptional  individual," 
Karen  Cheatham,  the  toundation's  director  ot 
de\elopment  told  The  Journal-Constitution.  "He  was 
well  respected  for  his  education  accomplishments,  and 
his  community  service  was  exemplary.  He  had  a 
fighting  spirit." 

A  memorial  ser\ice  was  held  at  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Atlanta  for  Hogans,  a  1959  graduate  of 
Morris  Brown  College  who  earned  his  doctorate  in 
education  administration  from  Atlanta  University  in 
1974.  Graveside  ser\'ices  were  held  in  Ponce  de  Leon, 
Fla.,  on  June  22. 

He  is  survi\ed  by  his  wife,  Troyann  Yvonne 
Hogans  ot  L>catur,  Ga.,  a  daughter,  a  son,  five  sisters, 
and  a  stepbrother.

Lt.  Col.  George  D.  "Marty"  Martin  '83 

spent  nearly  half  of  his  40  years  in  the  U.S. 
Army  His  dedication  to  country  took  him 
around  the  world. 

He  was  a  veteran  of  Operation  Desert 
Shield/Storm  in  the  Persian  Gulf,  Operation 
Restore  Democracy  in  Haiti,  and  Operation 
Joint  Endeavor  in  Bosnia.  Embodying  PC's 
own  motto  of  service,  he  was  always  willing 
to  travel  where  assigned  —  to  serve  where 
he  was  needed. 

It  is  not  surprising,  then,  that  when  he 
died  along  with  1 5  others  in  a  helicopter 


for  his  next  assignment  -  the  nohle  mission 
of  locating  the  remains  of  missing  American 
soldiers  in  Vietnam. 

Martin  was  prepared  for  a  one-year  stint 
in  Southeast  Asia  where  he  was  to 
command  a  detachment  in  the  effort  to 
locate  and  reclaim  the  remains  of  1 ,992 
Americans  still  unaccounted  for  from  the 
war  in  Southeast  Asia. 

President  George  W.  Bush,  recognizing 
the  heroic  mission  undertaken  by  Martin, 


nine  Vietnamese,  urged  Americans  to 
"remember  their  sacrifice." 

"The  families  of  the  service  personnel... 
know  better  than  most  the  contribution 
their  loved  ones  made  in  bringing  closure  to 
scores  of  families  across  America,"  Bush  said

Students,  alumni  find  their  place  in  PC  family 

I  grew  up  about  a  halt-mile  that  way.  My  parents  were  hard-working  folks  who  never  were  weahhy  hut  always 
made  sure  my  sister  and  I  had  not  only  what  we  needed,  but  most  times  what  we  wanted,  as  well.  Two  houses  up  the 
street  were  my  grandmother  and  grandfather,  and  my  great-aunt  and  great-uncle  li\-ed  beside  them.  Farther  up  the  street 
lived  my  great-grandfather. 

I  grew  up  surrounded  by  family.  That  has  always  been  a  blessing.  Whenever  1  had  those  teenage  doubts  or  fears 
about  what  1  would  be  or  do  or  accomplish  when  I  grew  up,  I  would  simply  look  at  my  mother,  my  father,  my  grand- 
mother, my  grandfather,  and  in  them  1  saw  my  history....  my  place  in  the  world.  From  them,  1  drew  my  values,  my 
opinions  (to  some  extent),  my  strength,  my  stubbornness,  my  courage...  my  resolve. 

So,  when  1  entered  Presbyterian  College  as  a  second-semester  freshman,  1  thought  1  knew  what/amiK-  meant.  But,  oh, 
what  an  awakening  —  a  great  life  lesson  —  was  in  store  for  me. 

1  had  finished  Clinton  High  School  and  enrolled  at  Duke  University  as  a  freshman.  Some  of  you  may  have  heard 
of  Duke  —  they  have  a  little  basketball  team  up  there  that  does  pretty  well  some  years.  Since  my  sophomore  year  of 
high  school,  1  had  dreamed  of  going  to  a  school  like  Duke,  a  school  w^here  the  pre-med  curriculum  was  not  only 
challenging  but  also  nationally  respected.  So,  1  packed  my  bags  and  headed  up  to  Durham.  What  1  found  was  an 
academically  challenging  program  in  which  1  did  well,  but  also  a  community  of  folks  who  were  more  intent  on  what  they 
were  doing  instead  oiwho  they  were.  Although  a  fine  place  for  many,  1  reali:ed  fairly  quickly  that  Duke  was  not  for  me. 

So,  I  headed  back  here  —  home  —  to  PC  to  spend  one  semester  while  1  re-thought  my  educational  plans  and 
applied  to  smaller  schools,  ones  more  suited  to  my  personal  preferences.  But,  what  1  found  here,  in  this  my  little 
hometown,  amazed  me.  Here,  where  1 2 1  years  ago,  William  Plummer  Jacobs  put  down  his  family  roots  and  up  grew  PC, 
Thomwell,  and  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  Here,  1  found  my  chosen  family  —  the  one  made  up  of  friends,  professors, 
and  staff —  who  came  to  be  the  people  1  learned  from...  leaned  on...  and  loved.  Here  1  learned  how  to  study;  how  to 
work  hard;  and,  yes,  how  to  play  hard. 

1  spent  hours  studying,  more  hours  debating  life  and  politics,  and  maybe  a  few  more  hours  drinking  cold  beer  Even 
above  the  academic  subjects  I  studied,  1  value  those  late-night  dorm  room  conversations. 
Even  today,  eleven  years  after  graduation,  I  remember.... 

•  The  first  time  1  realized  something  my  parents  told  me,  and  that  1  had  always  believed,  was  not  what  1  believed. 

•  How  I  couldn't  hide  in  class  even  when  I  might  have  wanted  to,  especially  when  1  hadn't  read  the  assignment 
from  the  night  before. 

•  Spring  break.  (I  still  miss  that.) 

•  The  lessons  1  learned  from  those  who  had  opinions  different  from  mine. 

•  The  day  my  mother  and  1  walked  across  the  stage  at  commencement  together  to  accept  our  diplomas. 

•  The  beginning  of  friendships  that  have  seen  new  jobs,  new  towns,  and  new  babies  and  ha\'e  come  to  mean  more 
to  me  than  any  measure  of  wealth  or  fame. 

You  remember,  1  bet,  those  smiling  faces  and  strong  arms  of  the  Freshman  Orientation  Board  that  greeted  you 
when  you  arrived  with  more  stuff  than  could  possibly  fit  in  a  dorm  room.  Your  first  roommate.  A  few...  a  couple... 
well,  maybe  a  lot  of  late  night  trips  to  the  Waffle  House!  Studying  into  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning.  Hearing  those 
bagpipes  at  Opening  Convocation  for  the  first  time.  The  professor  who  touched  you  more  than  any  other  teacher  had 
or  probably  ever  will.  Those  deep,  life-long  friendships  you  made  during  your  years  here.  You  remember  your  PC  family 
You  know  what  the  PC  family  has  meant  to  you  so  far,  but  here's  some  good  news:  the  PC  family  doesn't  end  at 
graduation  in  May  It's  an  alumni  thing,  too.  Tliere's  some  connection  between  PC  folks  that  isn't  there  between 
students  at  other  schools.  Sure,  there's  camaraderie  between  them,  but  with  PC  students,  it's  just  a  little  bit  better,  a  tad 
bit  stronger. 

And,  that  leads  to  some  tangible  benefits  of  being  a  PC  alum.  I  got  my  first  job  at  The  Greeni'ille  News  because  of  a 
PC  connection,  a  man  named  Wilson  Wearn.  When  1  was  in  law  school  and  was  looking  for  summer  clerkships,  where 
did  I  look  to  get  my  foot  in  the  door?  A  PC  alumnus,  Jimmie  Stewart,  one  of  the  named  partners  in  my  law  firm.  When 
you  come  across  a  PC  alumnus  or  alumna,  and  you  often  do  in  your  job  search,  doors  swing  open.  They  seem  to  want  to 
help  you  out,  even  when  you  graduated  decades  apart. 

Now,  you,  like  I  with  my  biological  family,  know  the  great  legacy  from  which  you  come.  You  come  from  a  rich 
tradition  of  PC  academics,  service,  and  fun  and,  very  soon,  an  equally  rich  patchwork  of  alumni  scattered  throughout 
this  country  and  world.  So,  on  this  occasion,  a  few-  weeks  before  this  part  of  your  PC  family  experience  ends  and 
another  begins,  1  salute  you,  I  honor  you,  and  1  wish  you  Godspeed  on  your  life's  journey
